Thence hee marched with the reſt of his Army to For- 
chaim,a Citie which had not onely formerly ſupplyed rhe 
Caſtle of Wilsburg, when it was beſieged by the gwediin 
Colonell Sperreuter,and Landerave lohn of Heſſen: but now 
alſo is a neſt of troubleſome gueſts ro their Neighbours, 
daily doing much harme about Megeldorft, Gleizhammer, 
and the places thereabours, by pillaging.

ry men have done ſtrangethings caſually, bur few by prxe- 
le&ion and judgement ; bur this man ſhewed as much diſ- 
cretion in the proſecution of his deſigne, as boldnefſe in the 
firſt undertaking ; The ory is briefly thus : About Ine *. 
490 foot,and 8 Horſe of the Impertaliſts at Forchaim, ha- 
ving laida bridge over the river of Pegnitz above Megell- 
dorff, went a boorehaling,in the Country thereabouts, and 
had drove away many of their cattell. This Serjeant accom- 
panyed with rwo Horſemen,as he was comming to the D. 
underſtanding of ir by chance, aſſociates himſelfe with

were preſented tothe Duke, who wich the Field-Marſha!l 
Horne was Come thither Inxe, that with their preſence 
hey might honour the funeralls of the Generall Major 
& orville, who was ſlaine by a wyer-bullet before Regens- 
burg(as we have related inthe ſupplement to the ſixth part 
of this Hiſtorie)and was after the Military manner honou- 
rably buried inthe Suburbs of Werth, une ;. The Standard 
had on the one fide the-piture of the Virgin 47a»y, on the 
other,anhand reaching eut ofa cl-ud, and the Enſigne was 
blue,and white, which this adventurous Serjeant thus at- 
chieved: A ſtrange attempt, and hardly ro be paralleld in 
Hiſtor'', Neither the fact of Zopirm in bringing the Babylo- 
£1ans to his maſter Dari#« his ſubjeion,nor the ({tratagem 
of Hannibal intaking inthe Romane:Cities by his Africans, 
whom he had caused to be perfeAly inſtruRed in the Latine 
tongue,and drefled in the Roman garbe ; nor the device of 
our owne Countrymen inthe yeare 13/8,.inthe time.oi 
Richard the ſecond, by entring and taking the towne: of 
Mont-

Mont-ferrat in the lower Auvergne under the ſhew of 
merchants, being every way comparable to it ; Zopirms by 
mangling his face,and falſe tale,had brought the — 
ans into {uch a fooles paradiſe, that they cou'd not thinke, 
but that he was at tearmes of enmity with his maſter, and 
would take occaſion of ven:zeance;The device of Hannibal 
was rather an evidence ofa cunning, reaching, head, than 
valiant man ; and the defigne of onr Nation, was without 
ſhew of perill,there being many undertakers,and-the town 
uafortified, & withour a Garri{on,difable to refiſt them; Bur 
this man ſingly expoſing himſelfe to certaine death if once 
diſcovered, gave a good teſtimony ativell of his valonr as 

licie. And doubtlefle he was well inftruRed in his Shib- 
boleth, being not onely perfeRt in the Enemies language; 
but able to conform himlſelf,to their behaviour,& geſture, 

And now to returne to the D.himſelfe, wee find him 
marching towards Forchaim,a cirie (if 2fercators report be 
true) belonging tothe Biſhop of Herbipolis, commonly Forchain 
called Virtzburg, and having the river of Regnitz on the dic up,; 
weſt,and the Wiſent on the eaſt, which emptieth it ſelfe in- 
to Regnitz at the ſouth point of the Citie; before this place 
he far downe with part of his Army, about the 5, of xe, 
not only for the cauſes aforementioned, but alſo becauſethe 
Norrimbergers received much dammagy, as well by the 
Garrifon here,as thoſe inthe Fort of Rottenbereg, this being 
not above 15, the other but 9 Englith miles ditant from 
that citie,and having blockt tr up, and cut oft that ſtreame 
ofthe Wiſent which watereth the Citie, left the Field- 
Marſhall Crats before it with ſome Regiments, who as 
they write from Norimberge [«»e-7, hath raiſed 5 batteries 
agaiuſt ir, and makes no ſpare of powder and ſhot to bat- 
terit, and ſent Colonell Ro/a 'to Sultzbach, wherein the 
Ambergers had laida guard of 150 Dragooners, who by 
Inne ;; had taken it by Scaladoe, put the Dragooners tothe 
{word,and made good booty there, He: went withthe reſt 
of his. Army towards Bavaria, being. joyned by the way 
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Saitzbach tiken 
by Scalaas. 
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with Guſtavus Horne at Donawerth, where now for a

| ſhips which were thence ſer out, or the many names given 
it by ſtrangers,as Reginoburgum, Rhetobonna, Rbetopeln,Hy- 
aſp olss, Imbrapelis ,Regnipolis,T etratopolis, © nadrata, & Ger- 
manſeim, or that t was once the Metropolis of Bavaria, 
and principall ſeat of reſidence of the Kings and Dukes of 
that Region, as it is now likely to be by this preſent ſiege, 
wherein the befiegers have hicherto ſhewed no better ar- 
guments of their purpoſe to take it,then the befieged have 
done of reſolution to keepe it, Their diſputations en beth 
{idesare with hot and ſword, and the oppeſitions of the 
one are not more fierce and fiery, then the anſwers of the 
other are round and ſpeedy. 

In what eſtate the D. Bernhard left the Citie, wee have 
formeily declared;we wil not now look behind us to what 
was then,burt before us to what is done ſince. 

Divers aflaults had the Imperialiſts made upen the citte, 
before the 17.27.0f /-ne,whercin they gained (o little, that 
as yet they could not be maſters of fo much as one outwork, 
though with the loſle, and lives of many thouſands of men, 
whereof ſome part was ſlaine before the towne, another 
taken priſoners,and the third ranne away, and ſtarved ; it 
ſeems that they came on deſperately, and were repulſed va- 
hantly.- Thus weare informed in generall, but togive the 
Reader the mere fatisfation, wee ſhall par downe ſome 
memoradle particulars. 

Whilelt the Imperiall and Bavarian Armies were jointly 
tet downe beforc this citie,with abont 1 50 peeces of Ord- 
naace,they firlt battered that place of the wall, where D.

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Fernhard firſt made the breach,when he took it;but finding 
the event not to anſwer their expeRarion,their Army being 
thus quartered, rr Regiments,in all making 60co0, whereof 
2000 were Musquettiers, placed on the North ſide of the 
Denaw,neere the Ship-bridge ; 7 Regiments of Foot con- 
fiſting of 5000 men, under the command of the General! 
Altrmeey on the Bavarian,or Sourhlide, 6 companies uncer . 
the command of Gallas; 7 companies of Dragooners under 
Piccolomnni : 9 companies of Pollacks, and 2 of Prench at 
Kalmuntz, 1 5 compares of Cuiraſſiers,at Swandorff, 3 Re- 
giments conſiſting of 16 companies,6 companies under the 
command of Colonell Hwmmerton, and $ under the com- 
mand of Colonell Zxtler at Smidhalen, Upon Whitlunday 
May 25.Jurie 4. when they continned playing with the ca- 
non upon the Ciry,and the horneworke.rill 4 in the atter- 
noone, they made 3 ſeverall aſſaults upon the horneworke, 
which though it was not built to the full perfetion , was 
couragioufly defended by Count Thern and his loldiers, 
whoſe valour rhat day was not ſo commended by his 
friends,as admired by his enemies. The loſle the Garriſon 
had in theſe aſſaults, was not great, compared to that of the 
Imperialiſts : they leſt not above x 2 men, amongſt which 
were none of note : the other many, the number is uncer- 
taine; amonſt which was the Baronof Teubrize, who had 
formerly been Commander in that Citie while it was un- 
der the Duke of Bavaria, who with the Generall Major 
Dietrichſtein, Colonell 1#/idads, and other principall Oti:- 
cers, was ſlain, Colonel Brexver, who was firſt wounded 
1m three ſeverall places, and afterward with A{ariams 
Lieutenant Colonell, the Major of Co/oredoes Regiment, 
and other Officers of note inthe Army were taken Priſo- 
NErs3, 

Theſethree were the moſt furjous- aflaults, which the 
Imperialiſts have hitherto made againſt the City : the un- 
happy events whereof; made them afterwards to goc on

low them. And this device tooke ſuch effeR,that the Camp 
being incouraged, by this {as they conceived) timorous 
Aight purſued them to the very outworke, where theſe 
Murderers being diſcharged upon them, made fuch a Mal 
facre, that many of them there loſt their lives, to the great 
dicouragement of the Army, and incouragement of the 
Regensburgers, It is good to looke before we leap; policie 
is often ſaperiour to power, and wiſdome prevailethagainſt 
unregulated might. 

Hictherto we have diſcourſed but of the beginning of this 
ſiege, the proceedings whereef (with the want of pre- 
ient proviſions for that numerous Army before it) have 
been terrible, and many Well-willers to the Evyangelicall

Pportunity, whether in peace or war, if 
not negleRed,is the beſt engine, & molt 
adyantageous ; in peace, the thriving 
{ Merchant,by taking the benefit of wind 
and tide;makes a quick return,and pain= 
full;and 1n war, the ipoiling bands ofthe 
ſouldiery by feaſonable uſe of their pre- 
ſent occaſions, load themſelves with the prey of their Ene- 
mies. The ſeverall ingagements of the Duke Bern: of Sax- 
on Weymar,and the Field-marſhall Horxe,and thedis-uni- 
on of their Armies;which ſo continued,rill 7»/y 1,11,when 
they were united into one body betwixt Donawerth and 
Augſpurg,gave opportunity to the Bavarian Commander 
Tohn deWerth, to range about Franconia, plundering and 
ſpoiling thoſe places, .which had any relation to the Evan- 
gelicall party.Jwne 2.12, he ſhewed himſelfe with 5o Cor- , 
nets of Horſe, all Crabats and Hungarians beforc Hippol- 
tein, Windelſtein, Heideck, and ſome other townes in 
Franckenland,prefuming ſometimes to advance even tothe 
Gates of Norimberge. But all this was but a bravadoe, his 
deſigne lay elſewhere; nor ſtayed hee long to ſhew his bra- 
very, burquickly returning towards Bavaria by Pappen- 
heim,upon the Altimull,and Donawerth upon the riverof 
Danubie,he ſtraight wheeled about againe, towards Ortin- 
gaen,and Dreutinguen, which hee ſacked in the abſence of 
rheſeGeneralls, and the particular Commanders ofthoſe 
places, carrying away a great prize, 2000 heads of Cattell, 
300 ſacks of meat,and zoo priſoners to Ingolſtade, Inlike 
manner, the Governour of Aicha, knowing that Herne ha- 
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ving other ingagements,could not give atrendance only ag. * 


an that place, as ſoone as he underſtood, that hee was gore 
from thence with his Army contrary to the agreement,a:1d 
his promiſe,returned againe, and re-poſfeit kimſelfe of the 
place, from which hee had ſo lately beene ejaRted. I know 
not in this ation, whether he was more to be.condemned 
of folly, or falſhood, both theſe appeare plainely in his un- 
dertaking : folly, in that he cou!d imagine himlelfeable to 
hold the place, which was now. uvfortityed, (for the gates 
were demoliſhed; and the. fortifications caſt downe by 
Gaftavus Horne ) which hee could not keepe fortifyed:fall- 
hood in breaking his word aud oath, then which nothing 
ought to be obſerved more religiouſly. Peradventure hee 
had learned the doarine of Jefuiticall Equivecation, and 
only meazt to keep his promiſe af not returning, as long as 
che Fie!d-marſhall Qayed there;it had beene berter for him 
to have dealt plainly, and kept his word punQually, for by 
the forfeiture of his credit, hee loſt his life ignomimzoufly, 
and betrayed the Cirie to deſalation utterly : the treachery 
was {oone diſcovered to the Marſhall, who retnrned in- 
ſtantly, and ſtayed not to ſummon the rowne, but toake it 
by aflault, put the moſt ofthe rownſmenandoldiers tothe 
{word, hanged the perfidious Commander before one of 
the gates, and burned the towne to the ground. This was

The Army ofthe Bavarian Werth, who dealt more fpir- 
ly(for he did nothing but what was law full for an Enemy ) 
hath ſince his praRiccof hoſtile piltlaging, been once detea- 
ted by Gaſtavus Horne neare Auipurg, whence hee hadthe 
purſuit of his confuſed Army, almoft to Tachaw, the ſpace

Lake of Conftans, wherethe Swedes, and Souldiers of 
Othe the Rhinegrave are bickering with the Imperialiſts, 
and theſe apaine, returning of blowes to them, 

The Rhmegrave Grho Lodowick, ro whoſe care the war 
in Alſatia was firfi committed, being gone from thenceto- 
wards Tyroll, toattend the comming downe of the Car- 
dinall Intante with his Traljans (whom he waited upon 
with 7< 00. mentaken aut of his Armie, and 9305. others 
ſentunto him upon the way, by the diretion of the Rix- 
chancellor Oxenſtierne) and having depured his brother 
Toba Philip his Lieutenant Generall, the Imperials in the 
garriſon ueer toRhinefelden,ſceing the Leaguer thus weak- 
red, etitered into a conſultation how ta deliver the town, 
and to deliver the Imperiall commander Mercye who kept 
ir, from the Swedith Armies. Tothis purpole, June 5. 3 5. 
all the horſe in Briffack, and 400 Muskeriers,being ſent from 
thence, j»yned with thoſe in Villinguen,and 1 000. Boores, 
marched direAMly againſt the Campe before Rhinefelden. 
This plot of the enemic, was not caried foclofely, bat that 
: it was in good time diſcovered to John Philip the Rhine- 
3 grave. And heto ſecure the Campe, ſent outa party of 25. 
'Y Harſe te deſcry the number of his enemies, and the manner 
oftheir March, and upon the view, by ſhooting off their 
piltols, to give a general warning to the Leaguer;they were 
not gone-farre from the Campe, but they had eſpied the Im- 
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perialls upon their march, who at once giving fireupon the 
Rhinegraves horſemen, did (what they ſhould have doney 
give notice to the Campe oftheir approaching; and the vol- 
ley of ſhot, was not onely harmeleſſe, to the 25. horſemen, 
but beneficiall ro the Campe, and hurtfull to themſelves. 
For they preſently perceiving themſelves to be diſcovered, 
fled in ſuch diſorder and confuſion, that not above 100. of 
them went together any one way,and (as it is probably con- 
jeured ) theſe few horſe which were ſent out to diſcover 
them, might alone have made ſlaughter of many hundreds 
of them, if they had purſued them. Bur they returned to 
the Campe, and thence ſome others were ſent after them 
whe overteoke ſome-ſtragling Companies,and flew as ma- 
ny as they found, | 

The {amenight, and to the ſame pnrpoſe, 4. Companies 
of Lorraine horſe intending to have joyned with the Bri(- 
fackers, Villengueners, and Boeres of the Hart, (the wood- 
land of Alfatia) were diſcovered in their March by the 
Swedes inthe garriſon of Enſiſheim (ſituate upon the 1Il, a 
river, in the edge ofthe Hart) who preſently made after 
them, overtneke them in the Forreſt within two German 
miles of Enſiſheim, and fixe from Rhinefelden, fer upon 
them inſtantly, ſlew 40, of them, tooke 16. priſoners, and 
got 50. faire horſes with their ſadles, and piſtols, 

The firſt defeat of the Briflackers, had not ſo mach diſ- 
heartned them, but that within few dayesafter having pee- 
ced againe their ſcattered forces,they renewed their former 
attemptz but how unhappily they proceeded, let this fol-

intention to releeve Rhinefelden; I confulted with 
my ſelfe(your Excellency by letrers having firſt ad- 
viſed me thereunto) how I might defeat his coun- 
ſell, and prevent his deſigne. To this end after I 
had ſent abroad many Spies.at laſt intelligence was 
brought me that they lay on an hill, which though 
it was ſ{teepe, and 'norto be paſſed without difficul- 
ty, yet then the paſſage was more open, then it had 
been formerly, when beſides: the acclivitie of the 
place, the way was ſtopped up,by trees which were 
cut downe purpoſely, and laid arhwart it, tomake 
icunpaſſeable. Wherefore I diſlodged the laſt wed- 
neſday night July 11. 21, with fixe companies of 
your Life Regiment;the 5. Mzckelburghtſh troops, 
the 1 2.companiesof Straſborongh muſketiers;ſome 
frechmen,8& 60. Benfeldiſh Maſkeriers(in all abour 


74000, men)and tooke my way direttly againſt the 


mountaine. Here while the Margyraffiſh Boores, 
(who-were the firſt which diſcovered to me the 
placeof the Enemmesabode)and the Lackeyes,fired 
ſome houſes, opened the paſſage, and*chaſed away 
the watch which kepr. it, the Enemie who lay bur 
2, houres march from thence , got notice of our 
comming, andas well as time permitred, fortified 
himſelfe againſt us. Hereupon I commanded the 
Count of Naffaw,with 6.Companies, to advance 4« 
gainſ{t him, but hee perceiving our forces, lefthis 
Quarters, and went to the cloiſter of S. Blaſius, 
cutting 
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cutting downe the trees in the Forreſt ashee went, 
to impeach our ſpeedy paſſage after him, This a&i- 
-on of his much hindered, but made us not give o- | 
' ver our courſe, our hard labour undid whar hee had 
done, and we followed him, which thought none 
had parſued him. At the Cloiſter our Horſemen 
firſt appeared, which when the Enemy ſaw alone, 
thinking them to becunbackr, and not ſaccoured 
with foor, he made towards them (o furiouſly, thar 
he cauſed them toretire, with the lofle of 4.of their 
companie.The foot were by this come,and bronghr 
in, whom afſoone as he had deſcryed, hee left the 


Cloyſter againe, and betooke himſelfe ro an hill, 3 
thinkingverily,fo toeſcape,and retire roYilenguen, K 


and in his flight to ſurpriſe the Colonell G79, 
who was quartered in aſmall Dorp, by the way. I

I know 
not how it came to-paſle, (nor canT aſcribe ittoany 
other cauſe, bur his providence, which diſpoſerh all 
things) at laſt the Enemy craved Quarter, which 
being granted by us as willingly,as begged by them 

humbly.che Lieucenant-Coleneltof Shonaw Com- 

mander of all rhe forces,al the Officers, which came 

from Bryſſack (whoſe names are under- written)and 

above 300. common ſouldiers, were by us taken 
priſoners. And thus (God be thanked) rhis Army 
which igcended the ſuccour of Rhinefelden, is wo 
| cally 
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rally ruined, and diſperſed, and no officer eſcaped, 


except 2. Lieaterants, which ſtil] were foremoſt in 
the flight, and (I think) would have beene laſt in 
battell. The Villinguenieres, were purſued by the 
wearied horſe, and men, as faſt as they could, and 
ſome of them put to the ſword, many of them lea- 
ped from.their hortes, and hid themſelves in the 
hedges, and ditches, the reſt, (as the Lantgrave of 
Stalingen certiaeth) fled as faſt as ever they could 
rowards Villinguen, without ſo much as looking 
backe. The Forreſt, and the Hills were the refuges 
of them which eſcaped, for could we have broughc 
them inrcothe open field, few, eicher of horſe, or 
foot, had eſcaped our hands, though by thoſe Co- 
verts, and flight, ſome have for the preſent, avoid- 
ed us. I ſhall certifie you, upon the firſt occaſion, 
how the Abbot of S Blaftus hath hicherto held cor- 
reſpondence, with the Enemie, and how the Rhin- 
felders hereafter ſhall behave themſelves.

Thus he expreſſeth his viRorie, modeſtly and religiou(- 
ly, neither extolling his owne wiſdome in fore-ſeeing the 
danger, nor valour in conquering the Enemie, but imputing 
the firlt to his Brothers care, and aſcribing the laft, ro him, 
who might challenge ir juftly ; and doutrlefle, herein hee 
ſpeakes truely, tor it was not his owne ſword; and his bow, 
but the hand of God whi. h gave him the victory. 

This defeature hath not onely much diſccuraged them art 
Rhinefelden, but at Bryſlack alto, forſo rhey write from 
Colmar, an [mperiall citie-in the upper Alfatia,diſtant from 
Bryſlack about 8. Engliſh miles. 1hey at Rhinefelden du- 
ring the abſence of the Swediſh Army, had gotten-in two 
ſmall boates loaden with proviſion; and becauſe it was per- 
ceived by the Generall at hi: returne, that this might make 
them not come 1n,theretore abour June 24. ffilo vcvo, he in- 
'rended to afſault the towne on both fides, and had dove ir, 
zf he had not bcene that morning aſſured by ſome which 
eſcaped.our of the Cirie,, of the great want, and penurie 
therein, 
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therein, that they already were glad of Horſe-fleſh,and had 
devonred at leaſt 26. Horſes, and that the ofticers had rig- 
ged a Ship, and intended to eſcape by the River; this intor- 
mation diverted him from his firſt adviſe ; and in ſtead of 
attempting any thing upon the towne, he put forta many 
veſſels well manned co the Rhine, to attend there, it happi- 
ly they ſhould attempr that way, to evade him, The Bryſ- 
fackers, though they have a ſtrong garriſon, yet knowing 
that the aQivity of the Souldiers dependeth upon their lea- 
ders, are much dejeRed,becauſe their chiefe Commanders 
are lurprized, and may not returne from Colmar, ( whither 
they were broughtafter the laſt aRion) to doe them ler- 
vice. And now we may briefly ſee the generall ctate of 
the upper Alfatia, much diſtracted by thele warres,and the 
particular eſtate of Rhinefelden, much diſtreſſed,and that of 
Bryſlack much perplexed. 

About the Bodenſea, neither the Swedes, nor Imperia- 
liſts are idle,in that little corner, both parcies are intereſſed, 
the one cndeavoureth both to keepe what he hath gotren 
by the ſword, and inlarge his territories ; and the other 
ſtrives to hold, what he 1s now, and was, poſleſſed of for- 
merly, and to recover what he hath loſt lately. Buckhorne 
a little towne, but of much importance, neere this Lake, is 
daily {trengrhened, by the Swedes, with new fortifications. 
Hereare many Ship-wrights ſet on worke, to make men of 
warre, after the faſhien of the Hollanders, twelve whereof 
were finiſhed about the beginning of June, which ſince 
have done {6 much harme to the Imperialiſts thereabouts, 
and put them to ſuch feare, that they dare no longer rove 
abroad at Sca, as they have done formerly, but are faine to 
ſolicite the neighbouring Romiſhly-affeXed Sea-townes 
againſt theſe Enemies, who now appeare as terrible upon 
the water, as they have beene formerly,at land; for preſerit- 
ly, upon their firſt launcing, they tooke from the Imperia- 
liſts, upon the Lake of Conſtance, 5. Ships laden with Am- 
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munition, and military inſtruments, (tn one of which they denica, 
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found 1000. Rexdollars, and many Jewels of gocd value )

but little of the towne. T am certified, that yelterday they 
have caried to Conſtance 2, ſhips full of dead,and wounded 
men; that day we allied forth, and put many ofthem to the 
ſword, and after our retirement they affaulted us, but to 
their loffe, our ſouldiers fought couragiouſly and beat them 
back.

But becauſe we neither had afſurance,or in- 
telligence, either by wordor letter of reliefe, becauſe our 
ammunition was waſted, even io a dayes ſpending, if wee 
had beene #e aine aſſaulted, and for that the Enemie, had 
made all bis preparations ſo ready, that hee might eaſily 
and without reſiſtance, againe, and againe attempt npon 
me, hereupon, and upon onr declaration, conſent, and re- 
queſt, He being willing to ſpare the ſhedding of innocent 
blood, agreed with his Majeftie, the King of Hungaric, 
and the Duke of Bavaria upon honenrable conditions, 
wherein reſpetting principally arr good, and benefit of our 
Citizens, he gave no way to the impeachment of our pri- 
viledges, immunities, and freeexerciſe of religion, but 
concluded for ts a happily, as we nr ſelves could have 
acſfired. For all which we acknowledge our ſelves much 
boand tothe Generall CM ajor, all the Commanders, and 
Officers, and ſhall ever extoll, their valowr, wiſedome, 
and finceritie ;, In confirmation of the aſſurance whereof, 
wee have given them theſe our letters teflimoniall, ſea- 
lcd with the ſeale of our Citie, Dated in Regenſpurg. 1n- 
ly 17.27. 1634.

when the Enemie cou!d nor perceive chem.,and place them- 
ſelves in a convenient ambuſcadoe, whence they might have 
opportunity toreturne with violence upon the backs of the 
Enemie,if he ſhould adventure to ſally forth upon the Ar- 
my; [tis a malter-piece to kill a man with his owne wea- 
po',and to overreach a contriving head, inhis owne way, 
The counterplot muſt in all circaitances anſwer the ground, 
ifit faile in the leaſt particular, it is probable to be defeive 
in thetorall; and here, as the Fieldmarſhall had caſt it, all 
things fell out accordingly. The glimpſe of the horſemens 
march animated the garriſon tothe enterprize, they ſtayed 
but to Arme,and then fell ſo furionſly,and prefled ſo hardly 
upon the Leayuer,that many of the Swedes were hurt, and 
wounded ; bur the horlemen quickly aroſe from the Am- 
buſh to their {accour,and fell ſocloſe to their tackling, that 
they ſlew 1 32. of theſe adventurers, took ſome priſoners, 
and madethereſt to take their heeles; and now they keepe 
clote within their wals,they neither being forward to ſtare 
out,nor the Fieldanarſh: to aſſault it, having determined not 
to andertake that courſe with thoſe ſmall forces (which 
were rather left ro block it up then beſiege ir,)} but to force 
it to yeeld, for want of neceſlaries,the river being cut off, as 
isrelated formerly,and he by this meanes having a hope to 
take it.

cafionally at Floſſenburg, marched from thence by night, 
early in the morning ſurprized the Countrey honſe, tocke 
the Commander, and'his wife and-childe, witha'Counteſſe 
of Guttenſteine, his'brother in law Colonell K /-pping, the 
Jeſuite Father Federle (who before that Weyden was ta- 
ken in by the Swedes, had-epenly -d<livered in the pulpit, 
that the Lutherans deſerved to be tyed together in bundels, 
like birdsuponaftick,and to bee hanged) and all their ſer- 
vants, pillaged thefarme, and brought the priſoners into 
Weyden, where they are cloſe kept, and nnder a ſtri& 
watch. And now having taken this thort view of the aRi-

Li-utenant Gen: Gallas maxched' towards Bohemia with 
1 1 Repgiments,and the reſt of the Imperial! Army was con+ 
joynedq with the Bavarian, And this reporr thongh it was 
at the firſt confirmed from divers places, yet at laſt they al! 
conclude generally, that both the King himſelfe, and the 
Earleof Ga#zs, returned ſpeedily towards Bavaria, inten- 
ding to purſue their fortune winch had beene ſo favourable 
to them in thoſe parts. His firſt deſigne was againſt Dona- 
7 werth, whgrein the Licutenant Colonell Terwo lay and 
commanded. The manner of the Kings march thicherward, 
is thus-expreſſed by Letters from Nordlingen, acitie upon 
the borders of Wirtemberg,inthe mid way betwixt Dona-

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werth, and Bopffingen, diſtant from each abont 3 German | 
miles, who had it by relation of two Souldiers which ranne -| 
away from the Imperialiſts, and came to Nordlingen, Ang, 
5e1 5. two ſouldiers which were of the Field-Marfhal Hors, 
Life-Regiment, and had beene taken priſoners by the Im. 
perialiſts berwixt Moſcburg and Landihut, when they had 
beene kept in fetters by the tpace of certaine dayes unranſo. 
med, and nnexchanged, were con{trained to take pay under 
Colonell Fugger, but yeſterday morning, when the Imperia- 
liſts were meaſuring out the Camp for the foot forces neere 
the towne of Raine ( a place upon the Bavarian fide of the 
Danubie,upon the Lech,almoſt oppoſite to Donawerth,and 
diſtant thence about two German miles) taining as if they 
went to fetch wocd to build theirtents, came hither, and 
reported that the Imperiall Horſe 15000 ſtrong, and the 
Infantery conſiſting of 20 Regiments, were within but lit- 
tle more than an houres journey from Donawerth;that they 
had with them 60 pieces of Ordnance, & 2 fire morterers ; 
A true relation , the like being reported from Auſpus 
Ang. 6.16. and made manifeft by the conſequence, whic 
was tha taking in of Donawerth Aug.7.17 by compoſition 
but afterwards pillaged. 
From Denawerth the Imperiall Army marched againſt 
Nordlingen,as appeares by theſe Letters under-written, 
Weyſenbarg. Ang. 12. 22. 
He Enemy before Nordlingen goeth very flow to 
worke, it 1s ina manner only blocked up, for the Im- 
perialiſts cannot bring thejr Canons necre the towne, they 
within the Citie wherein the blew Regiment is lodged, 
ſoſtrenuouſly oppoſe them.

And yetthis diviſion of theſe Commanders, 
expoſed the Cities and Country of Franconia, and. about 
the Danubie,to the{poile of the Imperiall Army, 14 dayes 
the D.ſpent 1n (trengthning his Army with new ſupplyes, 
being forced for that purpoſe to raiſe the ſiege of Forcheim, 


and recall the Ficld-marſhall Crarz from thence,ro ſend for:

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Greding & Ditt- 
fardp lundercd, 
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ſome other traopes which lay inthe lower Palatinat, the 
trained bands of Francoma and W irtemberg, all which re. 
quired time, and gavethe Imperialiſts mach advantage. 

The Field-marſhall Crarzas it is written from Franco- 
nia Z«ly 27. Aug.6.had fo infconced himſelte, thar hee was 
ſecurefrom danger by aſſanle of the Eaemy,and brought the 
Gariſon to that extremicy,that they within were much {can- 
ted of viAuals, and in fuch want of ammunition eſpecially, 
that the Citizens were conltrained'ro give them their Pew- 
ter diſhes (as fame priſoners reported)to make bullets,and 
began to ſpeak of yeeldingby compoſition, bur the ſudden 
ring of the Campe caſed them of theſe neceſlities, and 
brought much vexation to the. neighbouring territory. Du- 
ring the time of the ſiege,as they of Norimberge not with. 
gut joy delivered.it,the wayes were paſſable, the Country 
delivered from Boot-halers, and the price of foed hrought- 
downerto areaſomble rate ; yet that ſiege was no ſooner 
raiſed, but the Garifon Rragled againe abroad, pillaged the 
Country,rtill within halte a German League of Norimbergo, 
burnt to athes many Villages, which had not payedcantri- 
bution in that time,as namely, Gre/crewmth, K lein-renth, Lobe, 
HMalmi-heffe,Crafts- hoffe, Newv-hoffe, Bewltzberg and Fach, 
vmitting to doe nothing there, which had arelliſh of hoſtile 
inſolency. | 

This was a time of ſorrow and lamentatien to all that 
Province,which longed for deliverance, but had not as yet 
ftrength to bring forth. The Imperiall army ceaſed not from 
doing whatſoever might any way moleft, or offend their 
adverfaries. Upon Munday A*g.3.13 230 Imperiall 
Horſe ſaddenly aſlaulted Hippolſtein, beat downe one of 
the Ramparts,broke open the outmoſt gate, & had thought 
ro haveplundered the rowne, as before they had done at 
Greding, and Dictfurd, but the Citizens: quickly beraking 
themſelves to their Arms, and the hinderance by the draw- 
bridge which was thentaken up, did then fruſtrate that at-

Barreuch, a City in the upper Palatinat, was aſſaulted by 
the Imperialiſts of Averbach by night, A»g.5.

The City of Weyden in the upper Palatinat was twice 
aſſaulted by the forces in Amberg, Terſhenrent,Parteltein, 
and other places Fryday 8,18.

Rotenburg,an Imperiall City upon the Tauber in Franco. | 
nia, was ſummoned Arg. 1c. 20, by the Kings Army, and 
threatned,that if it would not ſurrender, they would pur all 
both yong andold tothe fword, but the Citizens having 
received into the City 130 Swedcs the day betore, "reſol- 
ved to ſtand out to the laſt man; and on Munday morning 
about 7 of the clock fallyed forth with ſome ſeleted Boors, 
whereof there were 600 in the towne, cut off 6 of the Ar. 
my,without the loſſe of one man, recovered 1 50 great cat 
rell, which the Imperialiſts had got by pillage thereabouts; 
whereupon the Enemy the next day following departed 
thence. 

The Swedes at Dungelſpiell Azg.12.22. under the com- 
mand of Colonel Ro/a,fallied out,tooke 102 priſoners, flew 
200 men, and recovered the greateſt part of the Carttell, 
Horſe,and other booty, which the Kings Army had gotten 
in Franconia. wt 

Three or foure dayes before, ſome Regiments of Horſe 
and Foot were (cnt againit Gemund, an Imperiall City in 
Schwabenland,in the frontier of the Dukedome of Wirtem- 
berg,but few of them returned back-:and thereabout as they 
write from Bopthngen,z ug. 13.23. inthe ſpace of twoor 
three dayes, were flaine outright above 1:00 [mpeilaliſts, . 
whereof many were hanged becauſe of their inſolencyes, 
and almoſt as many taken priſoners, the greateſt part 
whereof were Otticers, 1 icutenants, Cornets, and the like,

marſhall 4/rringer, who appeared on the other ſide of the - 
Her,within a Canons ſhor of the City, and therefore refu- 
ſed te hearken unto any tearmes of compoſitien. The Duke 
Bernhard hereupon afſaulted the Caſtle,and Guſtav Hors 
the Cirty,the walls whereof being battered, were 'broken 
down by violence of the Canon, and the breach entred by 
the Soldiers, who deſtroyed many inthe fury, tooke priſo- 
ner the Commander Hinder{ox, a Lieutenant Colonell, and 
many other Officers of nete, chaſing the remainder over the 
bridge,and through the Iſer. | 

The Bavarian Generall, which came ts reſcuethe beſic- 
ged, was himſelfe ſo pur to it, that heperceived no'way of 
ſafety left him, but by flight, and this way hee would have 
uſed,but his Army being rowted, the bridge was thronged 
with cluſters of men, and the paſſage ſo barricadoed with 
the crowde of his flying ſoldiers,thar he was forced to leap 
into the {treame, where the mortall ſhot of a musket over- 
reached him,the watry Element did not cover his head, on 
which the bullet ſmote him ſo deadly,that thereon he died 
immediately. 

The Imperial Horſe poſted then with all ſpeed towards 
Regensburg,;being purſued by the Princes forces no farther 
then Eekenmuhl , becauſe the Foot could not eaſily paſſe 
the Laber. | 

The Citizens and Soldiers in Landſhnt ſpared no paines 
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to defend the breach from invaſion, thicher they carried 
hay, ſtraw, bruſh-fagors, and the like fewell, which they 
kindled, thinking þy that meanes to keepe the Swediſh 
Souldiers from (ſcaling the walls, but the fire catching ſome 
houſes neere, quickly increaſed fo violently, that the Caſtle 
and halfe the Citie was burned to the ground, while the c- 
ther halfe became a prey to the Army, 

And now we returneto ſee the paſſages of thoſe 2. great 
Armies in Franconia,upon which the eyes of Germany are 
more ſpecially fixed, the flower of the Empire, being ſer to 


play together, for no lefſe a ſtake, then a large and goodly a1 
Countrey. Both partiesare now buſied in making up their & 


Armies full, the Bavarians rejoyned themſelves with the 
Imperialls, from whom they were gone for alittle ſpace,to 
looke homeward,upornithe defolation of their owne Pro- 


vince, and to avenge themſelves as occaſion offered it ſelfe, 


upon their enemie; The Spaniſh forees, 1 2000. {trong,under 


the Cardinal Infante (who had ſtayed fo long at Inſpruck,. 


ro ſtrengthen his Army, with the remnant of thoſe which 
ſerved lately under the D. of Feria, 8 ſome freſh Germans 
and Millaigers)repaired to the Imperiall colours at Nord- 
lingen, Duke Bernhard, and the Fieldmarſhall Hor»e,bring 


their Armies together, that ſo they might joyntly oppoſe. 


them. The firlt intention ef the Evangelicall Commanders, 
was, toreleeve the City of Nordlingen, which the King ai- 
med at in the firlt place, and then to give battell ro the 
whole Imperiall party. The beginning of theſe enterpriſes 
was proſperous, for as it is written from Weyſenburg; Co- 
lonell P/aro, and the Lord of Hoff-Kirchen, having diſper- 
ſed 5co. Imperiall Curiaſſeirs, which wereſet to keep the 
paflage to the City,the Fieldm: Horn, brought in 300.Muſ- 
; coats 7 55 21m with theGovernor the L.Ebrahed D ac- 

#2, and the Citizens, and returned back,before the Impe- 
rlall Arme was aware, this was done Auguſt. 14. 24. The 


Commander - 
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Commander in the towne incouraged by this new ſupply» 
the ſame night about 2, of the clock, allied forth to affault 
one of the Kings workes, thinking to burne ir, bur the bal. 
kets and wood being green, would not take fire;and ſo mi{- 
{ed this defigne; yet the next day about 3, of the clocke in 
the afternoone, he fallied forth againe, betwixt the Rimlin- 
ger, and Deininger gate, affaulted another bartery, made of 
dry wood, fo large, that 6. Canons might bee well planted 
upon it;chaſed the Imperialiſts our of the trenches, in which 
they lay inſconſed thereaboats, ſlew ſome,and took 4.pri- 
ſoners,and burned the battery to the ground. 

The Citie thus fortified, the Evangelicall Commanders 
make preparation to aſſault the Imperiall army,the more in- 
couraged hereunto, by their good ſucceſſe in many skirmi- 
ſhes,berwixt ſome Regiments of both Armies, wherein the 
Swedes had alwayes the beſt, the alacrity of their owne 
ſouldiers, which expreſſed a cheerefull deſire to fight, the 
multitude of priſoners they had lately taken, all which re- 

rted,rthat there was ſuch a famine in the Imperiall Camp, 
that alittle loafe of bread was fold for 2. Rixdollars, that 
the ſicknefle was very hot amongſt them, that the Enemie 
was ſo- far retired from |Nordlingen, that hee could fcarſe 
reach it with the Canon, that though it was reported, that 
the whole Imperiall, Bavarian, and Italian Armies were 
40600, [{trong, yet in truth they were not above 3ocoo. for 
ſoitis written from Dunkelſpiel Aug: 20. 30, that when 
the rowle of the Imperiall Army was lately examined, ic 
was found that above 3000. men had been lately loſt; that 
the Hungarians would not fight, becauſe 7ohn de Perth had 
opprobrionſly called them ſcurvie dogs,that they beleeved 
verily, that if the Imperiall Army was put to itin earneſt, 
they would not ſtand to it, becauſe they wanted neceflary 
proviſion,and ammunition, and thelike; the truth of which 
eppeareth for the meſt part, and _ manner by the _ 
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of a letter, written inthe Swediſh campe, at the Imperial 
City of Bopfingen, Aug: 20. 30. as followeth. 

When wee had pafled by Keipheim over the Danubie, 
the next day.after in the afternoone, we marched by Gien- 
gen, where Duke Bernhards L.ife-guard, and the Churlai 
diſh Regiment, which had the Van, Aug: 10. ze. defeated 
690. of the Imperiall Curiaſſiers, andtook many prifoners, 
which related that the Kings Army was in great perplexity, 
and rhat Iohn de: Werth, with 7. Regiments, had made an 1n- 
vaſton into Franconia. 

Hereupona Councell of war was called to adviſe, whe- 
rher it wasnot beſt in the abſence of this Commander, to 
take the advantage, and give preſent battell co the Enemy, 
but it being reſolved on, that it was belt firſt re ſecure the - 
Couirey of Wirtenberg, and then to attach the Enemy, we 
marched the ſameeveningto Heydenheim a frontier City 
of the Dukedome, and thence the next day. Aug: 11; 21, 
Duke Bersh: marched betimes with the horſemen, to Aw- 
ten, where he cut offabeve 1000. ſtragling Imperialiſts,and 
rooke 300. priſoners, thither wealo arrived at night , and 
the next day the Avantguard under the Fieldmarſhall Horn 
arrived here at Bepfingen, tooke a paſſage (which opened 
the way to the Imperiall Citie of Nordlingen) from the 
Crabats, Hungarians, and Pollacks which kept it, before the 
Duke Bernh: could reach hither,, who came not to us ill 

the next day, with the maine bedy of the Army. 

Thereport of the priſoners, that oh» de Werth, with his 
7. Regiments was not yet returned out of Franconia, and 
that the Imperiall Army was very weake,incouraged us not 
a little to put ſome thing to an adventure, and thereupon re- 
ſalved to diſlodge berimes the next morning Aug: t 2.'24- 
that we might take the high-ground, which lay before us, 
and as occaſion did preſent it ſelfe, fight with the Enemy. 

The day following Aug: r5. 25. weftood betimes in the 
morning 
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morning in battle array, when the Duke Zer»hard, withthe 
Avantguard, and ſome ſeleted Muſquetiers, beate off the 
Hungarians, and Crabats, from their {tation,upon the men- 
tioned Hill, and became maſter of it. Hence we perceived 
that the Imperiall armic/kept another paſlage neere a little 
river, which runneth through rhe City of Nerdlingen, bur 
could net well diſcerne how it ſtood, and with what con- 
veniency we might paſle that way. The Duke himſelfether- 
fore advanced thitherward, with the right wing of his ar- 
my, and chaſed the Imperialiſts headlong through the Ri- 
ver; and then perceiving ir to be dapgerous to attempt any 
further that way, in the preſence [of he Enemie, they all 
concluded with one generall vote, Yonely how to fuccovr 
the City of Nordlingen, to furniſh it with more ſouldiers, 
and toadyiſerthe garriſon, & citizens of their full intention, 
and thereupon we ſtood armed upon the paſlage, to hinder 
the Enemie, frem marching over it, whiles the Fieldmarſh- 
Horne might goe in ſafety to the City, whichhe did with- 
out hinderance, and aſwell as could be wiſhed. Below the 
City, ſome of the Enemies troopes,attempted to goe over, 
but were encountred by the Lord of Hoff-kirchen, who 
beate them back, and made them rurne headlong through 
the River. By this the Fieldmarſh: Horne had _ ved the 
City, and was upon his returne, and then the Duke begin- 
ning to draw back his forces from the paſſage, the Encmie 
with all his Regiments of Crabats, Hungarian, and Ger- 
mane Horſemen fel upon his Excellencies Reare,and fofced 
the Duke himſelfe to returne, who there:pon aſſaulted 
them ſo furiouſly, that he put them ro, a confuſed flight, 
wherein many were {laine, and more, out of all queſtion,if 
the darkneſſe -fnighthad not ſuddenly hid them, had loſt 
theirlives. The Duke then ſounded the retreat, and kept 
upon the paſſage ili che dawning of the day; at which timo 


he repaired tothe Army,the which, whileſt he would have 
lodged 
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lodged ſecurely, John de Ferth ſetupon him with 2, Squa: 
drons, but was beaten backe by his Life Regiment, whileſt | 


. the reſt of our Army were brought to their Quarter. In 
theſe skirmiſhes there was ſlaine of the Imperiall Army, 
and taken priſoners, above 3000. and many revolted, and 
came on our fide, 

The forces from Wirtenberg, conſiſting of 500. men, 
with the Ranzoviſh Regiment, as alſo 620. horſemen, and 
400. Dragooners are arrived here with Colonell Shaffelirz. 
kie; wee onely expe& the comming downe of the Rhine. 
grave, with his troopes, and then we intend to reaflaile the 
Imperiall army, with whom we are already ſo far ingaged, 
that they muſt fight of neceſlity, The Wirtembergers deale 
with us both faithfully,and friendly, they ſpare not to ſend 
us ſtore of proviſion, to the great encouragement of our ar- 
my. Yeſterday the Dake Bernh: cauſed a young Gentleman 
of Shonefeldr, to be hanged, who was ſent by the Enemy to 
view our army, and yeſterday the Swediſh Commander 
at Wallerſtein, flew 60. Imperialiſts, and the Commander 
in Giengen $0.and tooke many other priſoners. Thus auch 
ſpeakes this letter which ſhewes the confederate princes in 
theſe attempts to have beentill then, ifnot yiRorjous, yet 
not unhappy.

res Ut the faireſt morning is quickly 0- 
&)-vercaſt, the whecle ſeone turneth a- 
Ft bout, and this fortune which ſmiled 
> thus:at-the firſt aſpe&, almoſt in a 
moment changed his viſage, to teach 
us, (may it belawfull for a Chriſtian hiſtorian to 
make this application) not to truſt to the arme of 
fleſh, in theſs, and the like occurrences, bur refer all 
to his diſcretion, and ordinance, which changeth 
the times and ſeaſons at his pleaſure, ſuffereth the 
brittle veſſels of clay to be daſhed in piects, when 
they preſume too much of their owne temper. 

The outrages done by the Imperialiſts at Hoch- 
ſtart in Swaben, if there had beene nothing elſe,

lakes, and Crabats ſent by the Imperiall Comman- 
der 1/olazi to Hockſtat, to {ummon the Cirie, is 
ſcarſe credible, yet-it is thus reported'by letters 
from thence, July 21. 3r. The 12. 22, of this 
moneth when this. Citie was firſt ſummoned by 
ſome troopes of Polakes, and Crabats, rhe inhabj. 
rants in generall both Proteſtants and Catholiket, 
ranne to the Gates immediately to ſet them open, 
to the commanding ſouldiers. But the Crabats not 
ſaying the time while this might bee done, cut 
downe the gates; and furionfly plundered the City 
from 9. in 6 morniag, to 6. 1n the evening, tortu- 
ring many of the inhabitants moſt barbareuſly,They 
raviſhed'ofthe women, even to death ; pawred 
dunghill water, and vineger into the throats of ſe- 
ven men, and women, tyed chaines, and-cords 4- 
bout their heads, and twiſted .them ſo hard, that 
they fell dewne dead upon the ground; ſome they 
hanged up by theprivy members', ſawed off the 
legs cf ſome, rabbed off the fleſlyfrom the legs of 
others to'the very bones, tyed the armes of others 
backwards, and ſo hanged them up by thoſe di- 
ſtorted parts, drew many threugh the ſtreetes of 
the City ftarke naked, beate: and wounded them 
withaxes and hammers, and generally uſed them 
with ſuch barbarous cruelty, that every man beg- 
ged tobee ſhot, or flaine inſtantly,” rather thento 
liveand be-partaker of ſuch miſery. The Maſter of 
the Hoſpitall they Toaſted alive, and ſacked the 
City ſo miferably;: chat they ſpoiled what they 


could not cary away, as if their intention, was ot» | 


ly 
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ly for waſte, and devaſtation. All the cortft and 
provifion of vials, they tockeaway with them, 
and left the place ſo bare, that many of the beſ 
ranke for the ſpace of 8. dayes after, ſaw not one 
bit of bread, but were glad to feede upon unripe 
fruit, and water, and yer, as if all this had been too 
little,they ſpoiled the inhabitants of their garments 
alſo, and expoſed them to that nakedneſſe,that nei- 
therman, woman] nor childe had clothes to put 
en, but all went up and downe, 1n their ſhirts and 
ſmecks, having nothing elſe to eover them, Thus 
' writeth our diſcoverer. But this was notall, the 
Fieldmarſhall Horne had given his word'to the 
Commander in Nordlingen, to ſuccour him, the 
King played fiercely,upon the City,and it could not 
hold our, the Swedes muſt put forward,if they It. 
tend to ſtay the conqueſt, and on they went, 
though unfortunately, as will be more particularly 
diſcovered by what followeth. T finde the battel 


expreſſed diverſly,as the relators ftood affeed, the 
beſt relation is ful of horror,both in the preſent fat 
and conſequents, and have here ſet them downe,

He asked me how 
ſtrong the Imperiall and Bavarian: Armies were, 
whereapon I told hing, that the Imperiall Army 
was atleaſt efte&ive 2$000 ſtrong, and the Italian 
1 3000: compleat ; at which helaughed, and an{we- 
red ſomewhat roughly, hce did well enough per- 
ceive what-I had yet in my hearr, I ſhould onely tell 
it none of his men, becauſe none of them would 


beleeve it: for both theImperiall and Bavarian Ar- 


my were not above 9000 Horſemen, and 8000 
Foot, and the Italian Army were likewiſe not ſo 
ſRrong, and that the King of Hungarie had done 
very ll to ingage himſelfe againe. with the liege 
before Nordlingen, hee could not now wellleave 
the ſiege with reputation, and if fo be he intended 
ro retire againe,he would be very nimble toattend 
him,Further he told me, that the EleRor of Tryer 
kad done very ill- in taking. into his Fort the 
Frenchmen ; hee was. verily perſwaded that they 
weuld rather ſee the Swedes tnit;for perhaps they

During:this diſcourſe, the Swediſh Weymariſh 
Lieutenant Generall-the Lord of Hoffkirchein 
cometh inte the Tent, and certifies, that his Coſm 
the King of Hungarichis Marſhall of rhe Court the 
Lord of Starnbery defiredro confer with him up. 
on Cavalliers Parola, which was. likewiſe done; 
and the Swedes reported;thar their conference had 
bin about a. treaty of a peace;Moreover he had ſaid, 
that his Majeſty the King of Hungaric was a—__ 
firous to confer with the Duke Bernhard of Wey- 
mar himſelte:But Duke Bernhard {aid alwayes, Ye 
Papiſts never keepe faith and:promile,ye hold fill 
toyour old rule, Onod Hereticis now fit fermanda' fi. 
Mes, but Lreplyed, -if that were thus prefuppolſcd, 
then no-treatie of peace could ever tbe inftitated; 
further I faid'that his —— very well, 
thatif on our fide -it could not be eftefted-by the 
German forces, but muſt be done by the helpeand 
aſſiſtance of outlandiſh Potentates, then our deare 
native Country muſt ſtill remaine the miſerable 
Theater, whercuponall other nations played their 
bloudy Tragedies, and thus muſt needs come toan 
utter ruine. 
Theconclufion of all was, I muſt tarry and ſee 
how this occaſion would fall out, if ſobe hee ob- 
tained the vitory, they would notwithſtanding

Imperial 
Regiments, andruinated, As for the horſemen, the Duke 
of Wirttenberg himſelfe writes to his Officers,thar 2000, 
ofthem were ſlaine upon the very place: of the Foot- 
forces,few or noneeſcaped, except thoſe that remained 
abont the Baggage , which tooke the horſes from the 
waggons, and faved themſelues upon them , the reſt 
were either put to the ſword or taken priſoners; and be- 
tides the Swedes, above - 4000. Wirttenbergs of the 
trained band were putte the ſword, the enemies Ord- 
nances, ammunition, and all their waggons together 
with Duke Berzhardsbeſt goods were apprehended a- 
bout Nereſſex : and they themſelues confeſle , that they 
have loſt above 4000, waggons, loaden with Baggage, 
proviſion, and ammunition; hence it may eaffly be iudg- 
ed, how many 1000, horſes our forces obtained, The 
whole Swedi/b Armie together with the PYirtrenberg:; 
Boores was ſtrong about 22000. men, of which ſome 
: 000, horſemen fled to the Goppanger Valley, where the 
Rhinegrave arrived , and conioyned his troopes with 
:hem, and made upan Armie of 5. or 6500. horſemen 
without Foot-forces, ordnance gages,or ammunt- 
tion, of which they nothing left; which way the ſame 
rurned, and whatend ittooke, with the purſuite after

The Duke of Wirttenberg po- 
ſted yet theſome dayin all haſte towards Srrasbarg, all 
Noble and rich men followed him thither, the 1nha- 
bicants ranneont of the Cities, carrying anely their chil- 
drenin their armes, with great lamentation and crying, 
and when Iasked them, whither they intended to goe, 
they anſwered, God knowes it, we doe not know whi- 
ther to runne in ſuch a haſte : they cryed ſtill woe and e- 
ver woe that the Swedes came into the Empire, afore we 
could treate with compoſition: novy all goes totuine : 
the Imperialiſts had behaved themſelves very well in 
Shorendorff, but the Swedes now and the Counſel at 
Fr anckford had their monies and goods,and would now 
depart and leave them in ſuch amiſcry: 

Our Armie doubtlefle poflefſeth now the moſt part of 
the Country of irrrenberg, they finde in it an incredi- 
ble quantity of Corne and Wine, of which they have 
I 2 now 
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now more todrinke, than they had freſh water to drink Þ 
10 dayesagoe. The Fichd-Marſhall Horne himſelfe ſpoke 
to me, that in the Country of Wirttenberg, 150coos Þ 
Commiſſe bread were baken for them, which will doe Þ 
row much good to the Imperiall Armie. Noralinges Þ 
muſt now needs ſurrender on diſcretion, in which are a- Þ 
bout 30e0 horſes which were brought thither from the 
Country to {ave them, of which our ſouldiers will make 
good booty, and the great quantity of corne thatisin it, Þ 
will ſerve for the viRtualling of »go/ftart. In eAug/pure i 
is already great famine, they cate dogs and cats. The 
Granarie of the Citie of Y/m namely the Country of % 
IWirttenberg is now ſo exhauſted, that thoſe Cities will 
be forced to creepe te the Croſſe: all the Garriſons were 
taken ont of all places abeut the Rhine, except Philspe- 
burg, and the ſouldiers ſent to the Swediſh Armie, and 
now they are maſſacred, and they themſelves confefle, 
that they cannot bring together againeſs many foot-for- 
ces to forme a new Army, All this I have partly ſeene 
with mine owne eyes, partly heard it of many chiefe 
men of their owne, which I thought torelate according- 
ly.

Whercupon the enemy with his continual 
ſhooting out of his ordgancesfratm his batteries, put 
the Swedes fo hard to is;thar after that the'y had fot 
a great many of their officers and-ſanldiers,. it was

oft from the hill, downe into the valley, where they 
might bee freea little of the force: of the ememies 
Canons.

In the meane timeto00 men of every Brigade or 
Regiment of foot with a good Officer, and horfemen 
adioyning on both fides were. commanded to mai- 
ea1nan 
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raine the place, where the Swedilh ſtood, till under 
the favor of the ſame,they had gained a firm ground 
in the vallcy,and then theſe that were left behinde to 
maiutaine the place, might the better retire towards 
them. But che enemy perceiving their intent, 
commanded on the right fide ſome Regiments 
of Crabats, and on the left (ide the Spaniſh forces 
eo cut off the paſſage from them which aſſaulted 
chem , who were left to maintaine the placee io 
furiouſly , that by reaſon of the ſituation of the 
place, none could ſecond the other, bur fell into 
2 confuſion, and cvery one began to ſave himſelfe as 
well is he could, and retire towards the woods. By 
which confuſion, they loſt rogerther with the Ord- 
nances, the moſt part of the *Enfignes and Baggages. 
The caemy purſued after the fleeing Swedes with 
ſome 1000 Crabats, but becanſe his Extcllence the 
Rhinegrave 0:20 Ludwig with his forces was nigh at 
handto conioyne with the Swediſh forces, the Cra- 
bats retired, and put up the purſuit of the Swediſh 
forces. 
What and how many of the Commanders, Of. 
cers, and Souldicrson the Swediſh fide were laine, 


we have not yet any certainty ofit, except what wee 


heare by the relation of ſome Officers and others 
that were taken. priſoners by the eyemy,1 and now 
releaſed againe, and by other intelligences we under- 
ſtand, that the Field-Marſhall Horne, together with 
the Field-Marſball Cr«rz, the Generall Maior Rofe- 
in, the Generall MaiorShoffelirztry, and other high 
and under Officers arc taken priſoners. The young 
Marqueſſe Fredericke, the Lord of Cherolin, the 
. Commander Shneidwind, which commanded as 


Generall 
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General] Maior, Colonell Wetrwerger, and divers 0+ 
ther Officers were {laine. The Lord ot Hoff, Kirchen, 
and many others were woundedand hurt, - 

After this unhappy accident, Duke Bernhard re. 
tired: firſt ro Conſtate, from thence to Heylbroune tg 
recollet againe ghe diſperſed troupes, where the 
Rhinegrave yet-continueth, and formeth an Armic 
to keepe the enemy a little backe, till the Swediſh 
farccs are rallyed, and then they will oppoſe the e- 
nemy with all their power, 

After the battell was ended, the enemy turned a- 
gaine towards Nordlingen, and after that hee. had 
battered the ſame againe very hard, the ſaid Towne 
was ſurrendred the next day following. Thus this - 
battell is related diverſly, and whercin the more pro- 
bability of truthis ſet downe, we can onely diſcerr e 
by conſequents, doubrleſle a great blow was then gi- 
ven tothe Swedes. 

Afﬀter ſo great alctting of bloud, wehave reaſon 
here to conclude this part of our Hiſtory , and to 

ivetime and leave unto the weakened party to re- 
colle& ſtrength againe. Therefore hoping to ger 
both matters and encouragement for the continua- 
tion of theſe relations of Germane affaires , and to 
in againe here where now we breake off ; we will 
bur lightly touch ſuch a&ions as being befallenſince 
the bartell , may require the firſt place in the next 
booke. 
They arc contained in a letter written from Mentz 
the >. of Novemb. 1634. which ſaith thus much. 
Nordlinges being yeclded unto the King of Hun- 


24rie, he turnedwith the beſt part of his Armie to-

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wards Fw, and ſummoned, or rather commanded, | 


che ſame to yeeld. Bur upon an anfiver ,, whereby 
theſe of Yim , declared faithfully ro ſtand to their 
word given to the united Princes and States. The 
King tooke his march into the Dukedome of pr. 
tembers. There Lieutenant Collonel Gronwey (of 
Generall Hermes Regiment ) having beene left to 
command the garriſon in Geppingen, he with foure 
Companies ( being the garriſon ) entred into the 
Kings ſervice, and delivering that Towne, was in 
recompence made Collonel. 

There was 2 Garriſon alſo in KXircheim, an 0. 
ther reaſonable ſtrong Army which the Comman-. 
der there (named Zinck) did likewiſe ſurrender to 
the King. This example was followed by all other 
Townes ofthat Corntry, they being (though wal. 
[cd not fortified, and eſpecially by rhe rwo Imperiall 
Cities, Eſlingen and Rewthingen. But Shormdorf, 
Aſbbere, Avrachand other ſtrong places and Ca. 
les, (being well provided with Garrifons and-ne. 
ceſſaries) doth borh hold our and much annoy the 
cnemy, All the open Country of that Dukedome 
bath beene put under contribution, notwithſtan- 
ding that all fuch goods(eſpecially Comeand Winc) 
2s was found, hath. beene tranſported to tne olfter, 
Briſſach, Lindaw, and:otherplaces. And to-cxpreſle 
the cruelties there committed without refpe& of 
ſcxe or condition, would require a whole Bookc: 

The Imperiall Arrmie came from thence before 
Heilbronne,and troubled the fame with no ordnance

poſition with the Imperiallifts,which was not better 


kept than that of Nordlingen, both garriſons being 


forced toſcrve under the Kingof Hawgarie. Ar Heil- 
bran order is taken by the King to eſtabliſh a Ma- 
gazin, and to fortific the Citic, This being done, 
the Armic was divided into three : Whereof the 
Spaniſh and 7talian Army, commanded by the In- 
fant Cardinall, marched dire&Aly by the Forreſt cal- 
led Odenwalt towards Hiltenberg, which they 
tooke, as likewiſe 4fheffenbure, both upon compo- 
ſition, but kept asthe former. Thence they went on 
to Frieberg, and (o paſt the Rhine : ufing in their 
march ail pofhble hoſtilitic and eruelties.

ther deſired to dye valiantly, than be ſtarved; that if they 
did not receive fuccour the next day. at the fartheſt, the 
Commander would be forced to ſurvender, yet that hee 
hoped to have good conditions, inrefpe& that hee before 


time 
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time had donea cortefie to the Rhirgrave,and that there 
was no Ammunition left, except one barrell of powder. 
All this was truth, and the next day the Colonell Mercy 
{enta letter to the Rhingrave, in which hee intreated 
him, that himſelfe, his Officers and Souldiers, the Cler- 
gfe, Citizens, and inhabirants, might freely depart with- 
out reſtraint or moleſtation, which was anſwered re- 
ſpeatully, and Ag. 2. articles of compoſition were 
ſigned in the Campe, andthe Towneſurrendred accor- 
dingly; the tenor whereof followeth., Whereas the high 
borne Earle and Lotd, the Lord 1ohn Philipſen, Wilde 
and Rhinegrave, Earle of Salm, Lord'of Yinſhingen,&c. 
Generall Major and Commander of the horſe by order 
ofthe Crowne of Sweden, and the confederate Princes, 
was humbly requeſted by the-Noble and valiant Orho 
Ludolfen, and Captaine Teande$ einesagentstor the No- 
ble and valiant Frantz Mercye, a Colonell of foor, and 
chiefe Commander in Rhiyfeldey, ro grant him afaire 

arter, and honourable termes of compoſition, in that 
the ſaid Mercy had” done nothing during this ſiege, 
which ſorted not with thehonour and dignity ofa ſoul- 
dier, Hereupon he the {aid 7ohz Philipſzn, &c. propoun- 
ded, and thefaid Aercy accepted thele conditions,

During the time of this ſiege, nothing was done in 


Al/atiabut what 1s Si elſe-where , and would be 


in vaine repeated; onelygthe fortification of the Imperial! 
ſmall Towne of Bxckperne. is worth the recording, 
which in this rime the Swedes. ſo.furrounded with wa- 
ter, andſtrengthened with. walls and bulwarks, that it is 


now held impr , and that they built a.ſhip there 
after the Hoi{and faſhion, which carryeth 22: peeces of 


Ordnance, to ſcoure the Bodex-/zaor Lake, and called it 
after the name of the Queene of Smeden, Chriſtina; and 
that the garriſon at their es 208" uncompelled (for 
herein the Rhjze-grave oblcrved the conditions pro- 
pounded) voluntarily, and of their owne accord tooke 
ſerviceunder the Princes, the Commanders onely and 
the Officers excepted.

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The neighbouring (artons, whole union hath beene 
Kept inviolable for many ages, during this time fell ints 
a difference, the Cathehickes diſagreed with the Prore. 
ftants about the march of the /xfarte, the one yeelding 
him, he otherdenying his paſſage thoroiy the countrey, 
and about the Commander Keſſelring, whom the Ca- 
tholicke Cantons had condemned to death, but the Pro- 
teſtants and the French King by his agents deſired.to have 
reſtored to the government of Torgaw, holding him 
worthy of that Province which the other did eſtecme 
him deſervedly deprived of, for ſome pretended offence.

And now by the file of my diſcourle, 
yon may ealily perceive the intentof my -coming hither, 
not to befor a formall viſitation,but the tranſmiſſion ot 
your army to our Leaguiſh forces, who being much di- 
ſtreſſed at this preſent, might themſelves ſoone be relie- 
ved,by the comming in of your auxiliaries, and the Bi- 
ſhopricks of Paderberne, and 1/nabrug lately loſt by us, 
and gained by the Swedes and Haſſians,peradventure be 
happily recovered. I havefaid,and now expe& a quick 
and cffeQuall aniwer,withoutdelay or denyall, ifnot in 
politicallreſpe& of your owne conſervation ; for aflure 
your ſelfe in this Neutrality,whether we ſtand or fal,you 
cannot bee ſafe;yetin reſpe&of pietie , for I know your 
Highnefſe to be no Merozzt3,and would not be lyable to

This was the ſpecch of the Count Philspto the Duke, 
who after a ſhort pauſe thus replied.

The extremities which a neighbour Prince, the Biſhop 
of Wirtzburg, lately ſuffered, by conjoyning his forces 
with the Imperiall, when in providence he ſhould have 
kept them for conſervation of his own eſtate, may teach 
all after ages to ſtand npon tkeir owne guard, and not 
to weaken themſelves, ro ſupport a Contederate ; it was 
not the titular dignitie of the Duke of Francoma, nor 
his defenced Cirie fortified with ditches, walls, and bul-

The Duke of Lunebrrgh was all this while before 
Amnſter with 8000. horle, and 7000, foot, which were 
increaſed with 5000. Ho/landers, under the command 
of Pinſen, who having firſt taken his oath of fairhful- 
neſle to the Z1nts-grave of Heſſen was advanced by him, 
tothe office of his Lieutenant Generall, while his Excel- 
lency at Franckefort negoriates himſelfe, with good ſuc- 
ceſle, in the friendly correſpondence and agreement of 
the Circle of the Lower Saxome, and the reſt of the Cir- 
clcs at the Det there, 

The time thus ſpent was not loſt ; His receſſe from 
the Army was not frivolous, it had beene vaine either 
for himſelfe, or theother Princes, to have fought abroad 
in the Generall cauſe, if there had beene difſention at 
home: But by his endeavours the Evangelical! States, 
were accordedat Fraxckeford, and an univerſal hope of 
proſperous ſucceſic in the warre, was concerved to fol- 
low thisunton. | 

At Munſter, the Duke of Zanebarg reſted without 
doing any thing till tnefoure dayes, the time ſet downe, 
for the Cities anſwer to his propoſitions was expired; 
and then finding that the Articles were not accepted{as 

in all probabilite they would not) the ſtrength which 
was left of the Leaguiſh Army, being then in and about 
that place, and the Citie flattering ir ſelfe,that the States 
of Hofiand would take it into their proteRion , (as they 
had vainely deſired) and knowing the wants of Provi- 
ſons which they within ſuffered, as alſo the differences 
betwixt the Clergie and lay-citizens ; the Clcrgie being 
much offended , that the remnant of Honinghauſh and 
Geleensforces was tobe maintained.at their ſole charge, 
thought that this Citie would not Jong hold out , and 
therefore firſt atrempted by batterie, te ſhake ic, and af- 


terwardsby blocking up the pafſages, and cutting off 
their. 
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their carriages, and convoyes of viduals to ftarve ir, 
himſelfe in the meane time nor being careleſſe to pro- 
vide tood for his Campe, without which the ſouldier- 
would have as {mall courage to go ongas abiliticof body 
to do liim ſervice ; Famine began to ſhew his deformed 
meagred viſage quickly within, the publicke Magazine 
was not ſo ſtored, as to affoord every man his propor- 
tion, and thoſe private men which had ſtored up any 
thing more then need required , fold what they could 
ſpare at an exceſlive rate; cheeſe, ſtockfiſh, and oates by 
the cighth of June were amounted to n quadruple peece 
of what they were before. In this diſtreſſe, two Impe- 


riall Collonels, Raſafe/d, and D Fremite afſayed with g,pfuld and 
three Regiments to breake-thorow the Haſſian Army, L'Eremite row 
and ſo deliver them{clues from that lingring neceſſitie, «cd. 


And the iftue partly anſwered the Attempr,preſent dearh 
acquitted them of their feare, of languiſhing miſerte, 
which is a worſe evill, then a ſpeedie ruine. They knew, 
that they muſt paſſe the pikes,and fightbefore they could 
paſſe the Army, and had no hovered, victory, but by a tu- 
multuous conflict to purchaſe their owne libertie, and 
fight they did valiantly, though unfortunately. The Ha/- 
fans who expeRted ſuch an adventure, ſtood in Batralia, 
and notice being _ them, by their Sentinels, of the 
comming on of theſe Collonels, they entertained them 
{o roughly, that with the loſſe of ſeven Standards, the 
moſt of them loſt their lives,upon their hope of liberty, 
they two Commanders onely, .and ſome nk horſemen 
eſcaping, toreport the death of the ſouldiers to their 
friendsat Co/en. 

This beginning put a good hope into the friends of the 
Evangelicall Generall,that the Citie could notlong hold 
out, but would certainly be quickly taken in withour 
much time, or labour, But the accidents in warre are 
moſt uncertaine, the events here do not alwayes ſuite 
them(eluesto mans hopeor defire : the ſame fate which 
waitcd upon the Romane Conſall Afere/lns, in the Spa-

the Cirie of the Lagobietes, within five dayes the Ro- 
mane, unfurniſhed of proviſion for his Army, ſent our a 
ſtrong party to fetchin forragefor his horſes , an] food 
for his men,but they being ſurpriſed by the vigilancy and 
valour of Seftorixs, he was conſtrained to raile the ſiege, 
and this Generall himſelfe conceiving , that this Citie 
would quickly fubmit,being thus neceſſitated, to relieye 
ule the Hz\- his owne Army, hee ſent out the Rittmaſter Gechard 
Gan Rirmaſter Velfer, to fetch in proviſions, but he in his returne with 
furpriſed by 40, wagons, loden with vicuals, being ſurpriſed by the 
el ar Imperiall garriſon at Warendeff, and the food intended 
- ——_ for the Haſlian and Luneburgiſh Army carried thither; 
of y1Qvals ra the Duke in the end was forced alſo to riſe from Muz- 
ken from him fer, and leave it; dividing his Army for a time to ſeverall 
expeditions, one to be employed abroad , and the other 
to continue yet , and waite upon the: Leaguiſh Army, 
which would not be drawne from under the Cannons, 

though there was faire occaſion offered to fight. 

The furprifall of the Haſſan Ritmaſter was partly re- 
compenled by the States forces in the Netherlands, who 
being advertiſed of the returne of Avguftine Spinola 
from Duſeldorp to Braxells, et upon his Convoy,defea- 
ted them, and carried away $0, good Horſes. And yer as 
if this had beenetoo liztle to repaire the Heſſiſh honours, 
as not done by themſelves but their confcderates, or to 
make amends for their loſſe, this prize being no way e- 
quall to the others; the fortune of warre, twice gave 
them opportunity to avenge themſelves, which the 
both times apprehended quickly, and proſecuted happi- 
ly. The one was thus.

then Commander under the Lantgrave in Caſſe//,and he x berſtein. 


not deferring time, having muſtered up his forces, fought 
after them, and fonnd them neere Medenbach in the 
County of Wa/decke. His expedition was fo ſpeeds, that 
his Infantry wasa great way behinde the Hoxle, when 
he firſt diſcovered rhem, and yet he fet upon them with 
his wearie Horſemen (which had beene ranging over 
the Mountaines thereabours, and almot tyred them - 
(c]ves before they could fpye out their enemy) with facts . 
courage and reſolution, that he routed them totally, and 

tollowed thear in execution, till night had draywne a 

blacke curtaine over them,and the fainting Horſes could 

not longer follow them. Whether through haſte, miſin- 

formation or modeſty, this defeature 1s but flenderly 

reported from them of Medebach, who by letters bea- 
ring date 7#ne 4, the next day after this 'conflic, report 
onely of the gaining:of 200 Horſes by the Haſſians, the 
taking of divers priſoners, amongſt whom-was the Lea - 
guiſh Ritmaſter Walidecker, and the winning of 4 or 5 
Cornets, They of Co/len, who are more ſenſible of th: 
loſe, and were {ſp :Aators of the Gallantry of theſe Ca- 
valliers at their going from thence, and eye-witneffes of 
their miſerable /'returne, which was Jwxe !, relate it 
though briefly, yet more fully, Theſe are the few words 
they deliver this ſtory in, Laſt night arrived here the Co- 
lonels 
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lonels L' Eremite, Shwartzenburgh, and Loh,very poor- 
ly, with 25 Horſemen, which were all that eſcaped in 

e laſt encounter with the Heſſiſh forces in Saverlard : 
a great hinderance to Count Phzlip his leavies, for the 
Soldicrs are hereby much diſheartened:60 Horfmen are 
already ficd to the Enemy, and it is beleeved more will 
follow, Thus this misfortune of theſe Catholike Souldi- 
ers is deſcribed by them ſhortly, 1 will not ſtand fo in- 
large it, which neither love to doe it, nor would bee 
thought to have a delight in inſulting over miſcry. Theſe 
ryodefeats given bythe Haſſians to the Leaguiſh, might 
ſtand for a ſufficient requitall of the lofle which they ſu- 
ſtained by the Garriſon of FWarendoyp, in (urprifing of 
their Convoy of viAtuals: yet a third occaſion preſented 
it ſelfe, to make them the moretull amends, which they 
negle&ed not, to their owne advantage, and much hurt 
to the Enemy. An Imperiall convoy was going out of 
Weſtphaliato Collen, with 40. Laſts of corne,ſome hun- 
dreds of men were appointed to guard and ſecureitfrom 
the Luneburghers fingers, But they by their ſcowrs be- 
- inginformed thereof, made after them preſently, over- 
rooke them in the way,beat the convoy, and carried a- 
way the proviſien,, to the Inn owne-wants, 
and disfurniſhing of their adverſaries. Andthas by the 
beginning of i«/y (the time wherein this laſt ation was 
done) they had againe recovered thedamage, and reſto- 
red their honour (if it.had beene any way impaired by 
the misfortune of the Ritmaſter Gerard Welfer,) 

But the ſeaſure made upon the convoy, much avayled 
the befieged.in Munſter, where the Luneberger procee- 
ded not in thatrigid manner afterwards as be had done 
formerly.,Thecampe wanted vicuals, and ſo great a bo- 
dy as an Army of 20000 men, could not be fuſtained 
with that little which was left ; the Generall therefore 
held it fit to diſpatch away a part of his Army to a more 
convenient place, where the Horſes might finde pa- 
ſure, and themſelves take repaſt, and with the other to 


ſtay 
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ſtay beforethe Citie,and expe the ſſuing ont of Boning- 
haxſen txom-under the Canons, with whom he hada de- 
fire to mecte inopen champagni: and though his courſe 
was proſperous the one way, yet it was not fo fruitful 
the other : for the Leaguiſh Commander durſt nor yer 
put hisfortunsto the Hazard, which bge knew was ſafe 
while he lodged under the Ordnance at Aſunſter, but 
was queſtionable ifhe attempted to range abroad. Once 
indeed he endeavoured to breake thorow the Leagner, 
but being driven backe to his former Hold, till the Army 
was quite riſen from thence, hee held ir no part of wiſe- 
dome to undertake the like adventure, The forces im- 
ployed abroad, ſped betrer, Vpen Whitſunday May 25 
Tune 4, they left the. Campe, and ſatedowne before the 
ſtrong Fort of Ludinghauſen, whiereafterafew houres

the Towne was taken, andthe Fort of Fiſhering adjoy- «ken by af- 
ning unto it, the Caſtle onely, wherein the -1mperiall ſult. 


Souldiers lay, (till heldout, whether incited thereunto 
by expeRation of reliefe, or truſting , to the ſtrength of 
the place, the Hold therefore was felt battered by the 
Haſlians, with 4 pieces of Ordnance, by the ſpace oftws 
dayes, and thentaken by affault Afay 29. Tune 8, when 
all the Souldiers within were put to the ſword, and the 
Haſſians much comforted, by finding much of. that pro- 
viſion which was mken from the Convoy, the Warren- 
dorffers having ſcnt part of it to this Fort, (ſuch piety is a- 

mongſt Souldiers) to the ſuſtentation of this Garriſon. 
This defigne proceeding thus happily, the Generals 
adviſed that foure men ſhould be {cleted out of each 
companyin the Army to march againſt Limbxrg upon 
the'Leghne, where the Imperiall Commander Went, 
(unfurniſhed of viQuals for afiege) lay with his troupes 
to keepe it, if yet, we may beleeve that hee lay therefor 
thepreſervationof the Fort. Who nat ſtaying the com- 

ming of his enemy, conſumed the place by fire. 

This deſolation thus happeniag at Limburg and Bo-

tion; Some of the Colonels propounded a march overrie

attempts there; but the major part concluding it more 
neceflary and honourable, firft to rake in the other 
Townesin the Biſhopricke of H{\n»ſter, the D. of Lune- 
burgh and the Lievetenant Generall P:»/ex marched di- 
realyagainſt Borkewm, wheretke Commander Negin- 
gerlay witha Garriſon of 800: old Souldiers : Meilaxder 
in themeane time watching about Warendorp to pre- 
vent the excurſions of the Imperiall Souldiers there, Ac 

Borkem the batteries beingraiſed /ze;;. they playedup- 

on the Townethe whole gay, with 4whole Canons, 
and the Souldiers replyed tothe Campe. in the ſame lan- 
guage, ſhewing their ftrength conſiſted not fomuch in 

their wals and Bulwarkes, as wils and valour, The next 

day many Granadoes; and fire- workes were throwne 

out of the'Campe, into the Towne, andthe Swedes to- 
ward-evening beijan to afſault'ir. but were repulſed by 

thereſolute Imperialiſts within. The Army for all .this, 

was not daunted, here they had pitched, and hence they 
would not depart, they againe renewed their Batteries, 
madetheir approaches, and-omitred nothing which was 
required hikes efteFingof their deſigne; the belieged 
ſeeing how the Campe was bent to he buſineſſeyfor 3 or 
4 dayes made as much preparation: for their defence, as 

the.other did to offend them; but then whether inforced 

thereunto by neceſlity, or perſwaded by reaſon (it is not 

yet cometo ourunderſtanding) they yeelded the Towne 
to the Swedes upon this:;compoſition,' 'that . the whole 

Garriſon fhould march out: with their full Armes and 

Baggage, and be.conveyed to Keyſerſwerth, and thence 
eo paſte the Rhine: all which was faithfully performed, 
fave onely the ſtay of rhe Gatrifon at Keyſer fwerth, which 
ſhould nothave abode there, but .-pafled turther, as it is 
tought they would, had they not beenecommanded = 
l c 
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the contrary by the Generaliſſimo, who percetving the 
Duke of Laneburg, Milander, and P5yſen joyntly and 


- directly marching thither ward, placed theſe Souldiers as 


prefidiaries there, to defend that Citie, if theſe Com- 
manders ſhould attempt to take it. 

This action at Borkem, gave Bonanghauſen an occafi- 
on ts eſcape the purſuit of the Haſſtans; for he ſceingthe 
coaſt cleere about Aſunſter, ſtood not to diſpute the 
caſe, whether it were fitteſt for him to abide {till in the 
Biſhopricke, or to goe whileſt he might to. his frrendsat 


Colter, but with his 10 Regiments of Horſe which were 8ovinghaaſex 
left, the number whereof was about 25 00, the medietie ©caperh to 
of what they were formerly, made ſach haſte towards ©": 


{ollex, thatfor the ſpace of 1 2 houres, they lighted not 
trom their horles, and were -:faine to leave many wag- 
gons, and 200 horſes behinde kim. A ſpeedy flight,they 
onely ſtaid to bait their Horles alittle inthe Corne be- 
fore Wipperfurde. 

But this flight preſerved him; Grefſe-Dive/lthe Im- 
periall, Gommander in-the Biſhopricke, by alittle time 
of abodethere, met witha miſchiefe which Boninghew- 


ſon.chus avoyded. Gei/e an Haſlizn Commanderunder- g,a/«Devi!! 
ſtanding that this Imperiall 'Gallant abode inthe Dio- defeated by 
ceſle of Padorborne, and not- farre from the Epiſcopall See. 


Sea, with 500 horſemen, muſtered up immediately 150 
muskettiers, and 1 20 horſe, experienced'Souldiers, ' and 
marched direQly towards him, He met him quickly, juſt 
at the Townesend, where he had billired his men,as hee 
was going rem thence: and here began theskirmith;the 
Imperialiits out-went him in number, his forces onely 
excelled them in hardineſſc,anf-well pracifed tiſciphne. . 
The Imperialiſts ſeeing the ods berwixt themſelves, and 
their adverſaries, went on bravely, and. their Dragoones 
at the firſt, gave a figrce charge 'upon his Muskettiers, 
who, attendipg till the ſtormehad ipent it ſelfe, and ger- 
ung a little advantage bytheir.cnemues careleineſle, re- 
turned their pellets amongſt <n like an Ang 
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the fury whereof diſ-ranked the horſe, and brought thein 
to a confuſed fight, The Hafſian Horſe, as well inſtru- 
Red touſe; as to get a victory, flipt not this advantage, 


they madeafter them with all ſpeede, and in the flight 


of the Enemy, tooke 22 q— amongſt whom was 
one Lieverenant Colonell, two Serjeant majors, and 
one Captaine; flew about zo men out-right, wounded 
many others, themſelves all this while having bur one 
mortally hurt, and that with a-ſhor, an inviſible dart,not 
to be diſcovered, till itbefelt, and fo not to bee avoyded: 
Gods blefling (quettionlefle) protected them, for had 
not hecovered their heads in the day of this battell, rhe 
fac had beene deſperate, which by his affiſtance was 
thus fortunate, KA. | | 
Here i would'ſtay my pen,(for I meane not yet to fo!- 
low the Lantgrave,who went from the Diet te his Ar- 
my, luly ;;, and the duke of Zynenbaurgh towards the 
Rhine,but that Hildeſheim in Branſwicke-land not (o fa- 
mous,eirher for antiquitie,or thefamous Temple there, 
the Tower'whereof (if Hoxdius-his report be truth) is 
covered with gold,ar the Epiſcopall Seag-or-that it was 
the native Countrey of Ludel/phus Colonienſ;s, that ex- 
cellent Mathemarticianas the great ſition theſe ſixe 
moneths made againſt the Swedes orees and requi- 
reth not to be forgotten, | be 
They which know the. miſcries of warre, can bctrer 
conceivethan I can« what extremities this place 
during the time of- thisfiege hath-indured. The time 
for everſince it firſt began, hath beene a timeof anguiſh 
and ſorrow, affrightes from withaut, and feares within, 
have ſtillproſecuted the Inhabitants,that cheirtime votre - 
poſe hath bin nothing elſe, but a tumultuary dreame ; if 
they found any reſt,it was-afcarefull one the reſt from 
their trades and occupations, whereby they ſhould get 
their living: They which had any relation to them, in 
this df irelſe could not but ſhew- ſome takens of their

returned tothe Armie,becauſe hee had lately gone from 
thence, Herenupon the Imperialiſts which were about 
the River of #eſer conioyncd their forces, intending 
to ſurpriſe the Brunſwickers in their quarters,before they 
were aware. Bur the Commiſlarie, who was no Carpet 


Knight, and went from the Leaguer not to follow his. 


pleaſures, but had an eye. to the maine ſtill, had alreadie 
brought to the Armietoure freſh Regiments , and was 
himſelte inperſon preſent at that time, though they ſup- 
poſed him abſent. To his Quarter, their Fortune, and. 


way led them, where they ſhewed as much bravery in. 


their loſſe,as he in his Vikory. The afſault was fo. furi- 
ous, and their ſudden comming ſo terrible, that the 
Brunſwickers hopes had failed. them, had not the Cou- 
rage of their Leader ſomething quickened them, But he 
breaking out like fire.coped upin a watery cloud, with 
more impertiouſneſle,at that time againere-animated his 
mento fight, And now behold another ſtorme falleth 
violently upon the beſiegers,. the Garriſon allied out to 
the ſuccour of their friends,and renewed a Combate that 
was not ended but with the deaths of many of both par- 
ties,., The Brunſwicke Generall Maior,was here in dan- 
per to havebeen taken,a Lieutenant Colonell had caught 

im in hisarmes, and was carrying.him into.the City, 
when his ſouldiers inraged at that diſaſter, and ſcorning 
this affront, as they conceived, not priſing their lives, as 
their Glorie,fellupon them ſo deſperatly,as if their own 
lives had been too{malla ranſom for his liberty. Armed 
with this reſolution they recovered the Commander, & 
with a great ſlaughter of he beſieged, drove them backe 
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into -

into their Citie, The Candle blazeth moſt when it bur. 
ncth inthe ſocket ; the Riversthere are greateſt where 
they looſe their names,and their glorie is buried;and this 
was then ſuppoſed by the affaylanrs, the laſt attempt 
which the beſieged would make npon the Leaguer : for 
within two daies after,they deſired a conference and ex-

But the concluſions of ſouldiers-in warre are only con- 
jeurall,not demonltrative : there was good probability 
of agreement,and yet the ſucceſſe anſwered not the expe- 
ation of the Camp punctually, and vpon the inſtant the 
Hoſtages were kept on both parties,and the treaty con- 
damned ti ll Tuly £;, the campe and the Citieherein onely 
diftering, That the Leaguer would exclude'the Ieſuites 


- and Friars, whom they conceived (perhaps not withont 


cauſe)to have bin abbettors of the ſouldiers obſtinacy;the 
Garriſon unwilling to have them forgotten 1n the treaty, 
and left to the mercy of the Conquerors : the Swedes 
would have proceeded againſt them as they thoughe 
they had deſerved in juſtice;the Garriſon proteRted them 
againft their diſpleaſure,in a religious obſervancy and re- 
ſpec of pietie. Bur their reſpe&ive reverence, to their 
Order of Prieſthood, was not the only thing which pro- 
longed the Treatic :the ſouldiers were as loath to looſe 
the opinion! which the World had of their Valoar, in fo 
tong withſtanding the Sweadiſh army,as to forſake their 
footing in Heldeſheim,they wanted power and proviſi- 
ori to keepe it longer by force, and becauſe they could 
fiſhno longer in the troubled waters, theywouldcaſt one 
hookeinto' the cleare ſtreame : Sume' teliefe they expe- 
Acd from their friends abroad, and till that Came, they 
fubtilly delayed the time, by -propofitionsof Articles of 
peace,which would otherwiſe havebin too laviſhly fpent 
in war : and their confederates Inly?.,again indeanored 
to have delivered them,by making a ſudden aſſault upon 
the Sweads in the trenches,though,as apppeareth by the 
quell 
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{quell it could not be done either fo tecretly or fo tor- 
tunatly,as they imagined:the Story is thus. Three 111 
rial Garriſons,one at Nex#att upon che river of < 7ew, 
two other at Nyenboxrg and Mynden,vothupon the We- 
/er,conloyning with two Spaniſh Regiments, whuci 
camefrom Munferunder the command of the Colonels *'*£9"14 ar 
Waldecken and Shelhamer, brought together about 4900 w_—— 
horſe and feot to Newſtatt , the place for their Rende- 14 a __ : 
vouz, the day above-named, w th a purpoſe tv fall upon 
the Campe before Hilde/hetm, betore the Leaguers 
ſhould know of their intention, But the Swedz/s Com- 
miſfarie Frich Anderſon , and the Generall Major At- 
brecht of Vſlar, being informed the ſame day by their 
ſcouts, of their meeting, and ſuſpeQing the caule of their 
banding thus together, immediately called a Councell of 
Warre, and concluded withont delay the ſame night, 
before theſe troopes of ſtrangers could come thither , to 
make an aflault upon the Citie about midnight , and fo 
try whether they could prevent the enemies counſel!, 
in taking that by force, which they 'had beene about by 


"rhe ſpace of almoſt a fortnight by conference and com- 


poſition, All things, againſt the houre appointed, were 
provided for the buſineſſe, the forces were drawne our 
of all the thrce quarters before the Citic,lodged,covered, 
and all things made ready for the afſaule , fave onely the 
watech-word was not given, when a ſudden raine fell {> 
violently, that the Souldiers conld neither convenientiy 
handle their weapons, nor take firme footing upon thc 
flippery ground, which made the Commiſlarie give or- 
der to the Army , to defiſt from that courſe, and to 
conclude upon another, which was (thus ) pur in pra- 
Riſe the day againe appearing. 

The Crotubgtens firſt ſuſpe&ing,by the ſquibs and 
fire-works within the Citie , and hanging out of lan- 
ternes upon the ſteeples, as a figne to their Imperial! 
friends, and afterwards affared by the ſpices , rhar their 


enemies wereupon their march,gave order A y 
that 
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that the Souldiers ſhould march forward ſpeedily, and 
meete together, neere the $tzer-waldr, and ſo encoun- 
terthe Enemie. What the Commanders had injoyned, 
the Souldiers of the Campe quickly performed, no time 
was loſt, for early in the morning they were gone for- 
ward as farre as Sachſtatt, a Citie upon the River of 1- 
der, about five or fixe Engliſh myles from Hildeſhein, 
| where, hearing the Enemies Drummes beating a farre 
off, the Generall major Yſlar ſet the Army in battell a- 
ray, planted the Ordnance upon the igh ground neere 
Hilperbercks, commended the proteQtion of himlelfe, 
and his forces to God, gave the Army the word IESVS, 
and preſently diſcovering the __ neerer ap- 
proaching, began the battell with the C-nnon, the Ord- 
nance of each {ide playing upon the oppoſite party : and 
this manner of fight continued by the ſpace of three 
houres. The Evangelicall Commanders then perceiving, 
that the Imperiahſts would not willingly move out of 
that poſture, commanded the Major of Shoxnaich with 
400. Masketiers of the white Regiment,and ſome troups 
of horſe, to wheele about, and gall them in their flanc- 
kers, that fo he might either provoke them to joyne in 
a neerer battel], or breake them of their order, wherein 
they ſtood,and were yet as well guarded by obſervation 
of their rankes,as proteRed from the Cannon by conye- 
niency of the place which they were poſleſt of,, It was 
done accordingly, and the firſt atrempt made again(t 
them, was performed ſo bravely, that the warie /mperi- 
«lifts expefing that the maine body of the Evangelical 
Army would ſecond the firſt onſet of the Major , and 
ſulpeQing, their owne power, tobe diſable ro oppoſe 
their unitedforce, retyred ſuddenly,but orderly,to Hey- 
ſede, a neighbouring Village inthe Diocefle of Lawes- 
bargh, and fired the ſame, thinking by the ſmoke to 
hide themſelues from ſight of their drertivies, and foto 
avoide them. But the Generall Major, with the maine 


body of his Army, was already advanced forward, —_ 
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ſo neere them, that he had them in his eye, and purſued 
them ſo faſt, that within an Engliſh mile,or little more, _ 
they were faine to makea ſtand,and pur itto triall, whe- 
ther they might ſave themſelues by battell , when rhey 
could not eſcape by flight. The Avantguard ofthe Evan- 
gelicall had the firſt bout with the Imperiall Reare, 
wherein , though ar firſt the /mperialits ſtood to it 
ſtoutly, yet their power of refiſtance was ſoone fo much 
weakened by the courage of the Swedes and Brunſwic- 
keys, and the divers charges madeupon them, that with- 
in one houre, they fled ina diſorderly confaſion,and the 
reſt of the Army within as ſhort a ſpace, was ſoutterly 
routed, that of 25 00. horle, ſcarce 250.returned to New- 
fart; their foot forces being at the firſt 1500, were al- 
moſt all laine upon the place, ſavefome few which hid 
themſelues in the Forreſt, the mooriſh ground, and the 
corne, About 10099, priſoners were taken , and carried 


to Sachſtatt, Collenberge,Pattenſen, and Hanoxer (three 


Cities upon the Gleine) amongſtwhich were two Licu- 
tenant Collonels, two Majors, ſeven Rittinaſters, three 
Captaines, eleven: Licutenants, and nine Cornets, and 
the Evangelical carried away 13. Standards, foure great 
peeces of Ordnance new caſt, and all their Ammunition, 
This was a memorable victory, as advantageous to the 
Swedes, as pernitious to the Fmperialiſts (the Cities of 
Aynden, and Nyenburg were hereby weakened, and the 
ſtate of Hildeſherm, which before was but languiſhing, 
hereby grew deſperately evill, and out of hope of reme- 
dy) was not to be pafſed over , without an Hymne of 
thankſgiving in the publicke Congregation, which was 
done {o religiouſly by the whole Army, in the great 
Churchat Sach-fat, the ſame evening, whence,as ſoone 
as they had performed this Chriſtian Office, they retur- 
ned ſpeedily , and' without ſtay to Hildeſheim, ro end 
that worke, which they had beeneſo long in doing. 

The abſence of the Campe this ſhort ſpace, was ſome 


hinderance to the Branſwickers before the Citie , and 
D might 
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might have beene much more, had not their returne biy 
ſpeedy ;the garriſonsand Citizens within, in this ſhore 
vacation, bad durn;d ſome of the Leaguers works, filled 
uptheir trgnches againe, and were ingeavouring t9 haye 
brought anew ſtore of proviſion ynto the Citie, but the 
indultrie of the Swedes and Brunſwickers quickly repai- 
red the works, and {cowred the Trenches angy ; and 


their ſpeedy returne prevented the victualling and new 


turniſhing the Citie with Ammunition ; of both which, 
when they within ſaw themſelues deprived, hey quick- 
ly yeelded upon compoſition : their agreement being in 
«fe the ſame which was made at Hammelin, when it 
wastoken ja ;.lublcribed to the Articles ſuly 3}. being 
Sunday « Apdupon Thurſday, July ;2, (having firſt. de- 
iivered up the Swedes, and "cr £4 Bb whem in the 
time of the fiege they bad taken priſoners , and a Regi- 
ment of the Eyangelicall horſemen,and two Companygs 
of their oak Bring fr layed into: the Citic) marched 
forth, and taoke ther way towards Mynffer with a fut- 
ficient Convey.to guard them,accarding as it was con- 
cluded upon jn the Arzicles, of agreement , the tenour 
whereof was as fellowerh.

! my preparing himſclfe ro make heac) a- 
gainſt the Haſſians, Swedes, and Lunc- 
burghers in Weſtphalia, ſent out fone 
ſtragling troopes to pillage the Coun- 
tries Which were under either their 


proteRion,or in confederation with them, but ſtayed in 
perſon at Co//en to make up the maine body of his Ar- 
my, and to furniſh himſelfe with money. Hee had often 
laboured in vaine to perſwade the Duke of Newburgh 
to tranſmit the forces which hee hadleavied, to the Lea- 

iſh Army, and ſeeing that labour loſt, hee deſired tobe 
upplyed by him, and the Colleiners with money:andin- 
treaties not prevailing with the Duke, hee ſent a Procla.' 
mation in the name ot his Imperiall Majeſtie, to the Oth- 
cers,States,and Countries under the Duke of Newbargh, , heated 


to this effet, Whereas, upon the complaint made to his mage by the 
Majeſtie by the Eſtates and townes of the principalities of Genecalifimo 
Galick, Berg, and the incorporated Countrey, that the 28%nſt the 


Palatine of Newburgh, againft their proviiedgne with- 
oat their conſent, hath lately laid upon them, many 
grievous and unſupportable impoſitions, and eſpecially 
one monethly contribution; his Imperiall Majeſtie hath 
given usan eſpeciall commiſſion to examine and redrefle 
theſe grievances; for due execution of which, wee have 
lately ſummoned the ſaid Eſtates te appeare at Co/lex,

This placard being publiſhed, 7#ly 22, was counter- 


ouncermand ,zanged by another from the Duke, who certified his 


{\ubje&s thereby,that the Generaliſſimo had no Commil- 
ſion from his Imperiall Majeſtic to take this courſe, that 
it was onelya device to aftright them, and make chem 
plyant to his motion, and adviſed them to continue in 
their faithful] obedience to him whom they had alwaies 
found their gratious Prince, aſſuring them alſo, that hee 


. would never behave himſelfe otherwiſe to then, than 


lovingly.The people were not more diſtratted with thefe 
charges and countercharges,than the Generalifſimo was 
perplexed with the Dukes refrafory andunperſwadable 
obſtinacy, and that he might bring ſomething ro eff:&;in 
the end hee againe ſummoned the States of Gulickand 
Berg to appear at Coles about the beginning of Agnſt, 
whereherenewed his firſt propoſitions; but as.it is writ- 
ten from Collen, eAwug.;:. could not prevaile. on 

From thele treaties it proceeded to hoſtile aMions,the 
Generaliſſimo forced the Citie of Mulhem, a German: 
mile or thereadout diſtantfrom Collen, on the Eaſt ſide 
of the Khine, toreceive an Imperiall Garriſon, and B»- 
»inghbauſens fouldiers began to pillage the Dukedome of 
Gulick,as if ithad beene the enemies land; and: would' 
have proceeded to-an higher pitch of violence, if the 
Boores had not withall their might withſtood rhem;bat 
they bad them welcome ina charkiſh manner, not ſtroa- 
king them lovingly, but ftriking rudely, beatingthem: 
downe with clubs, when they faw a fir opportunity; And: 
theſe dealings, as it isrclated by the Coloners, made the 
© Dake 
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Duke after many treaties with the Marqueſle de eA5roua: 
torequirethe aſliſtance of the States of the Netherland; 
to defend his territories, 

He that hath no enemy,bath no friend;and they which 
would comply with all, provoke him to be an adverſary, 


which would willingly imbrace his love, The States of 


Gwlickand Berg, itis thought, and fo expreſſed directly 
from Colley, would have yeelded to Mansfields propoſt- 
tions, had not the Lanrgrave in the timeof the treaty, 
ſent them an admonition not to doe any thing which 
might prejudice the Crowne of Sweden, and the confe- 
derate Princes, leſt they ſmarted for it: and this Menace 
made them ſuſpitious of their friends too, not daring to 
entruſt themſelves with thoſe who had not formerly, 
(and it is to be hoped) will not hereafter offer them an 

violence. Some Agents for the D, had conference wh 
the Commander in $irb»rg,and it was thence conceived 
that the Palatine would have joyned his forces with the 
united Princes; but this was but a conceit, for yet he ho- 
vereth uncertainly, and hath not declared where he will 


faſten. Letters from Co/lex and Dufſeldorp affirme, thar 


not onely, while he was muſtring one company at 1»/- 
heimupon Tueſday, Iuly 25. Axg. 4. himſelfe was ſhot 
either caſually or wilfully, by ſome of the trained band 
thorow the Hat, a Souldier in the de, anda Trumpet- 
ter thorow the necke, whereof he dyed the next day fol- 
lowing. Another ſtrange accident is related by a letter 
from Duſſeldorp, eAng, *,. the contents whereof are 
thus, 

Iuly 31.Aug.10. betwitxtthe houres of 10. and 11, 
wee had here exceeding great Thunder and Lightening; 
the Lightening ſtrooke intoa ſteeple behinde the Clay- 
ſter againſt the Cathedrall Church,in which ſtood abouc 
300 barrels of powder: the powder preſently tooke fire, 
and made. ſuch a terrible noyle,. that it was generally 
theught in the City,that the end of the world was come. 


* Thisoneſtroke inamo mu beat in pieces about forty,or 
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fifty houſes, and there was ſcarce one houſe in the City, 
which felt not the violence thereof, 

The great Church and the upper part of the ſteeple, 
were totally rained. In the Caſtlethe glafſe windows, 
were all ſhattered to peeces, and many houſes utterly 
demoliſhed,by this one blew;a great canon was thrown 
from the Walls of the citie quite over the Rhine. At 
Rollingenand Kayſers Werth it hath likewiſe done much 
harme, The people of this City were for the moſt part 
then in bed and atreſt, but many of them roſe no. more 
to ſee another day. Wee have alreadic found by digging 
above 60 men dead,& many wounded:and many more 
wee ſtil heare crying pitifully under the EINER 
are beaten downe, In the beginning, the City beganne 
Lo burne in threeteverallplaces, but the flame was quen- 
ched by the induſtry of ſome people, who if they had not 
beſtirred themſeJues, the Citie had bin utterly ruined, 
The maior part being ſo aſtoniſhed, that they-had loſtthe 
uſe of reaſon, A ſtrange accident, the moſt Higheſt ſom- 
times ſpeakes in Thunder,and happy are they whichun- 
derſtand that language. 

The Count of Afansfe/d thus difappointed of his expe- 
Aation in the D. of Newburgh , delired of the city of 
Cotter 397500 Rix-dollers to pay his army, and the city 
of Dextz(dividedfrom that Archiepiſcopall Sea, onely 
by the Rhine, as Sonrhwarke is trom Loxdon by the 
Thames )for the ſervice of his Imperiall Maieſtie, and a 
retiring place for his Armie ; but the Senat gaue way to 
neither, beeing unwilling to have the Haſſian fall upon 
them,who lay at Dirlaken with'5 000 horſe, 4000. Dra- 
goniers,and fix Regiments of foor, And then the-Abbot 
of Seebarg,taking occaſion by bis neceſſity, offered him 
aſmmine of money to rake Seebwrg,then, and now pol- 
{efied by the Swedes, It isaftrong Abbey upon the ri- 
ver of Seeg which fallginto the Rhive at Bowne; burthee 
viewing the place,and conſidering the fortification of it, 
returned thence without afſayling it, The Gonernliſime 


as 
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as it is written from Coen, is now upon his march into 
the field,but yet we finde him not there, onely ſome of 
his troupes have beene late abroad, toplunder the Prote- 
ſtant countries, The maine armie is not yet come to in- 
vade them. 7mly 30,eAngp.o, a8 it is reported from the 
Weſter-Waldt,200 Colenniſh horſ,& ſome foot, made an 
invaſion upon the Nafſew Dillingberghiſh, & Sayniſh vi!- 
lages,as namely Xirife/,Grand Burhach,& Neunkirches, 
caried away their cloaths,viuals,horſcs,and cattcll;for- 
bare not the Churches, tooke ſome noble Perfonagespr i- 
foners,{\1>w ſome of the Inhabitants and ſpoyled wha: 
they could not carry along, to the great terrour of the 
countrey people,and about Awgrft i, ſome of the Gene- 
raliſſimo's Horle plundered the Earledome of Henneberg, 
and carried away fome cattell, bur that Province becing 
under the Protection of the B, of Wertzbaurg , uponthe 
complaints of the inhabitants to him,and his negotiation 
with the count, they were promiſed to bee reſtored, 
though it be yot uncertaine whether this promiſe be per- 
formed;and to continue the Stery of. the Generaliſſpmo, 
it is written from Cofen efxg.*., thattwo Regiments 
which hee had thought ſhould have ſerved under him, 
namely that belonging to the.Prince of Barbanſon, and 
that of the Count of /ſenbxrgh, marched that preſent day 
over the Rhzxe, towards the Spaniſh campe neere Ma- 
frich, as being appointed to the King of Spaines ſervice. 
' The Laztgraves armie was not yet returned from the 
Rhine, Augult ;,. hee kepr his head quarter at Dixſlaker, 
where he expected the returne of his Licntenant Gene- 
rall Melander, whom he had ſent to the Prince of 0- 
range, who was then with the States Army,at the com- 
men Randevouz, Nzemeger; The Duke of Luneburg in 
the mcane time ſacked not the time of action , bet be 
ving blocked up the Citic of nden, as it is mentioned 
elſewhere, lent part of his forcesfrom thence to Backer 
butgt, which tooke-the Towne Tuly 33. The garriſon up- 
on the-Lunebargeors hrft comming betaking themſclues 
to'the Caſtle, which they furrendred atfo, Iuly 28, Aug,

_ 7, all the Souldiers which lay in it taking pay under the 


Duke, except the Commander ob Herſtman who was a 
Capraine, and his Lieutenant, one Serjeant,and a few of 
his ſervants, which were conveyed to Mynden, This 
Citie famous for its firſt foundation , as being given by 


' Wideckind Duke of hon upon his converſion to Chri- 


ſtianitic, to Charles the Emperour, to build there a Bi- 
ſhops Sea, and nonv of note both tor traffique, being ac- 
commodatcd with the Feeſer whereon it ſtands, and 
ſtrength, was fully, after the taking of Backenburge,be- 
fieged by the Duke; who, Iuly 26. Augult 4. cauſed ma- 
ny bottomes to be brought from Hammelnto Rintelin, 
that he migat make a bridge of boats over the River 
neere the fort of Berg, for the ſervice of his Army. The 
Commander $helhammer, to impeach the Dukes pro- 
greſſe,ſallicd forth upon him,and gave him fierce charge, 
but was beaten backe with much lofle by the Swedes, 
and Zexeburgers, who entertained him with hoſtile fit- 
rie, This1s a valiant Gentleman, and it 1s thought even 
by the Dukes Army, would have done more for the de- 
fence of the Citie than he hath done hitherto, had he not 
beene croffed in his courſe by the Earle of Wartenberg, 
which lyeth in the Citie alſo , who being ambitious of 
ſupremacie in ccmmand ſtandeth upon tearmes of com- 
petition with the Collonell, which being a knowne ex- 
pert Souldier,and deputed to this Province by authority, 
will not ſubmit to the Count, nor bee over-topped by 
him, Such heart-burnings, and differences betwixt men 
of Authoritie, ſeldome breeds good bloud , they ſpring 
from undigeſted conceits, and theſe evill umours,make 
the whole body lyableto lickneſle, 

The Duke hereupon cauſed the Zzgel hoffor T yle hoſt 
before the Citie to be aſſaulted, which he tooke, toge- 
ther with one of the Redoubts , and then immediately 
aſſaulting the great Sconce upon the Bridge, hee tooke 


that alſo with little loſſe, Where he preſently raiſed a 


batterie, and planted his ordnance, and was before mid- 
Auguſt come under the Cannons, and fecure from hurt 


by ſhot of Cannon, From 
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From Brux{wicke the letters bearing date tlie 2 3. of 
Auguſt, report that 1t cannot long hold our, Here it is fit

We- 
ſell, returned to the Rahr, and I tinde him in his head- 
quarter at Z/ :nken-ſtern, Auguſt 4 14. thence he march- 
ed to Shwierat, and came from thence in perſon upon

ſeexrity of the people, This motion therefoze was not 
vnwelcome to the Ele&or, who, according to the Kings 
deſire , we 2. 12 ſeat his Commiſsioners , The Lord 
Nicholas Gebhard of Meltitz,, a Priny Counlellor; the 
Lord Fredericke of Meſh, Preſident of the vpper Con- 
fiſtoriall Councell ; DoRor Oppell , Counſellor of the 
Court,to the place appointed , to heare the points of re- 
ference; where they. were brought in, entertained 
by the emperiall delegates , in ſuch pompe and magnifi- 
cence , as was fit for his dignity whom they repre- 
ſented, 

The Treaty was then immediately begunne , bur the 
gool fucceſle is much to be feared; for they write from 
Dreſden, Inne 7, 17. that the EleRor had called his Agents 
backe againe from Lewthmaritz, the Imperiall Commil- 
fioaers not deſcending to any particular , but inſiſting 
vponvniuerall propoſitions; or, if they came to any » it 
was onely this:

The 1mperialiſts about May 25. {xe 4- being 3000 
ſirong, Horſe and Foot,marched out of Bohemia towards 
Arnaberg in Miſnia,to make an inuaſion and ſpoyle the 
Countrcy thereabours , but were incountred by the Saxon 
Celonell Daxber, who fell vxon them with his horſemen, 
beate them backe, and with the loſſe of 3. Souldiers and 
one Liemenant, ſlew aboue 20 of them, whereof one was 
a Ritt-raſter, and tooke 1 5. priſoners, And this EleQor, 
as they write write from Dreſden, Ay 31. June 10. had 
then levied a ficſh Army of 1200 men, funiſhed with 
all things neceflary , which bee late kept in readineſle, 
with 200 luſty and able Pioners, Horſes and Carriages for 
the Artil/ery , tohe imployed vpon the next occaſion; 
and thus they treate of Pezce, with their ſwords in their 
hands; and while they fpeake of #r,on both fides they pre- 
pare to barrel, 

Nor was it atime indeed to lay downe their Armes,for 
the Saxon Forces were no ſooner gone from Glogaw , bur 
the Imperialiſts and Crabatsbegan to app care againe . and 
to doe much harme in S:/eſia,where beſides their fruſtrane- 
ous attempt, for the ſarprifall of Ber»/far , wherein they 
were prevented by tke vigilarcy of the Gouernour Kepe.

Enxgl:/5 
miles» Withinthe Citie wasa very ſtrong Garriſon, and 
well furniſhed Magazine of proviſion of vicuals and am- 
munition, ThePoles were forty thouſand firong, condus 
Aedbya valiant and wiſe Generall, well furniſhed with 
Militarieialtraments, and wouldnot for all the preparation 
otherwiſe deſiſt from thac defi2ne, which they were reſol- 
ved on, but by Mincs and their Oidnance went a- 
bout to effeuate their inte:r1dment , tor taking of this 
Citie» The whole pallages on both fid:s , from the 
beginning of the Warre to the end , might per- 
happes ( it well Knowne ) make up a little Volume,

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but I was not as Polybizs in the Warres of Hannibal, at 
eye-witneſſc of the Gueſts there ; nor mu | Itranſcend my 
intelligenceby imagination of what might be done occallo- 
na!ly (that might ſuite with the Poer, whoſe fancy hath 1 
berty toplay in ſhap2 of truth not with an Hiſtorian tycd 
to his tedder, and limited without addition or ſubſtration 
torclatethingstruly ) nor mult I looke backward to any 
time before May, at which time this preſented diſcovery 
hath it's firſtbeginaning. In this ſpace [ finde ſomeaflaults 
made by the befiegers upon the Citie, but unhappily being 
Kill beaten backe with lolle, tothe griefe of the King of 
Poland, who was notuſed thus to bee repulſed, when hee 
had undertaken a thing formerly, Thebelieged made ſome 
fallyes upon the affaylants mere happily z but of all, this is . 
the moſt memoraole ; Aboutthe end of Aprill, when they 
had playcd uponthe Campe all day with their Ordinance, 
at night they (alliedforth by a Grotte, or Cave under the 
ground, fcllupon the Poles in their trenches, and having 
{ſlainemany of them, retired into the Citic, by the ſame 
way, whichthey came ont, the Earth overthem being bet« 
ter then Armouref proofeto defend them from the injury 
of the ſhot madeout of the Trenches againſt them. This 
wasbutthe:ftrſt At which they then perform:d ; this was - 
preſently ſeconded with another of greater conſequence, 
and hadthe Rsſtarreither not negleted, or gone on pru- 
dently topurſuethe occalion, mightprobably have drawne 
\ the King to have offered them more honourable tearmes 
of agre-ment, then ſuchas chey were glad to accepr after- 
wards: The King had rayſeda Fort before the Citie, as de- 
fenlive forhis owne Army, asoffenſive tothe Inuſcovires

their worke by fortune, want of skill in the Miners,andthe 
induſtrie of thebeſieged, ( for the firſt was filled up by a 
violent ſhowre of Raine,and ſo made uſelefle the ſecond, - 
when it was ſprung, rccoyled backward, and flew foure 
hundred Po/es inthe Leaguer, without endamaging the Ci- 
tie, the laſt though it-wrought it's effe, was prevented by 
the Byelthers, who had rayſed ſome other workes wichin, 
Juſt againſtthe place wherethe breach was made, and the 
Kingafterwards aſſaul:ing the Citic, being repulſed by the 
valourof the Souldiers, who in the fight became Maſters 
of the Colonell #eyers baggage, the Waggon appointed 
forthe carriage of the Silver plates, and tome Stardards 
which they carryed into 3 ala y His Majeſty offered condi- 
tionsof peace tothe Ruſſians, which they accepted in the 
Name of the great Duke, and are here ſer downe as follow- A Peace com:

Laſtly, all che {ouldi- 
ours whichare willing to ſerve bis Maieſtie of Poland, (hall 
havefreelibertieto bee in pay underhim, and fight for him, 
Thenewes ofthis Treaty, and concluſion was welcome to 
theneighbour Countries, the Townes of trade eſpecially 
Dantzick in Pruſſiaand Labeck; In Holſt gavetokensOf Joy 
forthetriendly amiticoftheſe two Princes, by ſinging Te 
Dexm, Bonfres, and diſchargingtheir Ordnance gz But the 
Duke himſelfe was not ſo wellpleaſed, therelinquiſhing of 
Smolenshoa Citicuponthe Borifthexes or Nieper a place of 
importance, andthe payment of ſo much money, upon fo 
{mallacoalideration ſo diſtalted him, that it 1s fatd hee be- 
headed the Ficld- Marſhall, for deſcending, and yeelding to 
ſuchdiſhonourableconditions. Theexecution of this ſoul- 
dier, begot by.conſequence another miſchiefe z Hee had a 
Nephew of arafh ficry ſpirit, whoin revengeof his Vn. 
cles death, hired ſome lewd fellowes made for nothing but 
evill, to ſet the Citie of 2Ze/to on fire in divers places, 
which complying with his wicked deſire kindled thar 
flame whichcouldnot bee cxtinguilhed, untill the greateſt 
part of that great Citie wasburned to aſhzs; An horred fa; 
andit ſo incenſed the great Duke to anger, that hee now 
threatened vengeance upon all the tribe, impriſoned the 
Field: Marſhalls ſonne, Nephew, andallthe kindred, and (if 
ourintelligence bee true) hath already executed many of 
them ſo procreative is miſchiefe,tharitſeldome is without 
rue, andthough the firſt Parcat be pernitious, yetthe child

Thisconcluſion wasfarre more gratcfull to the King of 
Poland who belides the benefit of diſ-ingagement from this 
War,hadno\ time (and it was hightime fotodoe) to look

Here I muſt leave the King in the middeſt of his pre- 
parations at homezand ſer down his proceedings abroad; 
andhis conqueſt of La Motrain Lorraingbeing theprin- 
cipall;thither our ſtory now bends(omitting the nego- 
tiation of his Embaſladors1n the Court of Rome, which 
wasonely tor confirmation of that Biſhops love tothe 


- Nation,and comproteQion.of the Crowne. of France, 


both which though ſtrenuouſly oppoled at firſt, at laſt 
were granted, The Cardinall Bar#erimo being deligned 
by the Conclave to the laſt,and this wee ſhall relate no 
etherwiſe,then it is ſet downe by a French diſcoverer in 
two ſeveral Letters, which being taught toſpeak our lan- 
euage,thus delivereth it. 

Inly 19.1634. That I maynot yet beranked among 
the old men, which can better diſtinguiſh of things a far 
offthan thoſe which be neere, I give you not a nolegay 
of divers flowers gathered outof the common Garden 
of the World,buta particular ower , the ſiege of. Za 
Aſotta, the ſprigs whereof will hill the hand,and give ful 
fatisfation to the niceſt curioſitie.

ted upon.an high and ſtrong rocke, from whence it hath 
«ts denomination: This'ts that which makes ir command 
the Countrey;there being no hull neare it ſo high by 500 
paces,andthe inhabitants lately having fortifiad,an adia- 
centrocke,at this preſent ioyned ro the towne,and called 
the Garden of his Highneſfſe,. Thehill is onely a little de- 
clining vpon the fide towards the Eaſt, and there. onely 
ro be batrered with the Canon, It isfortified by Nature 
1000 paccs in lengrh,and three or foure hundred broad, 
com witha Mote or ditch, x 8 paces broad, and ſc- 
venfootonely deep becauſe it isupon a Rocke, withour 
Water, fave in one place onely Gover digged than the. 
2 reſt, 
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reſt to that porpote. The Siexx  Iſche a Loriner hath 
the command rhere of 500 men in the Garriſon, and 0- 
thers the Inhabitapts. The ſecond week of Lent laſt, the 
Viſcount of Arpajoux, and the field Marſhall de /a Force, 
gave order to blocke it tp, at which time the Siewr de Fowre monnes 
Buſſ;,quartered with his light horſe upon the Northſide © 2camſtri.e 
of the towne,repulſed ſome ofthe Garriſon, which falli- "© 
ed out upon the Scottiſh quarter, an? planted three ba: - 
teries;one upon the next hill on the Eatt fide, againſt che 
place wherethe mountaine on which the towne ſtin- 
deth a little declinerh, & rwo other upon the North-ſide, 
whence we have played wich out Ordnance, andemade 
a breach. Our trernchcs are generally about 400 paces 
from the towne, and containe neere. 4000 in their 
utmoſt extent, Wee have rayſed heere foure mounts, 
one againſt rhe port of therowne whichalone is open. 
Theſecond upon the W eſt fide neer the fame gate, which 
rwoare commanded by rhe Viſcount 4 'Arpajonx, and 
have apon them three batteries : the firſt of ſeven peeces 
of Canon,the third of five,and the third of foure. The ſc- 
cond mount is upun the South' ide of the towne com- 
manded bythe Marqueſſe 4+ {a Force : and hetearetwo 
batteries,one of foure peeces of Canon; and ariether of 
three. The fourthupon the North {ide of the towne;be- 
ewixt his Hſghnefſes Garden,and the towne, comman- 
ded by the Colonell Hebroz,and hath two batteries, one 
of three;and another of foure pieces of Ordnance, belides 
Hve mines inthe bowels of the earth,ſo that in the earth £;,, macs 
andayre with the helpe of thethird Elcment of fire, wee made in che 
are now labonring to bringit to obedience. The firſt ©: 
mine/isin the quarter of the Viſcount  Arpajonx, 32 pa- 
cesih length good earth,fit for the uſeof the Potter, Here 
weeare cotiſtrained todig 35 perches deeper than in.o- 
ther places, becauſe of the hardneſle of the Rocke,and yer 
herein yetocforward two perches every day.Here we 
& make five ſeverall chambers or celp.overy one of which 
hall b#chargeq with ropoo-weights of powder, & this 
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is the Mine which in the end muſt give the fatall blow, 
being not to be preyented with a counter-mine, and 
ſufficient alone to blow up the fourth pirt of the Towne. 
The ſecond Mine is in the quarter of the Marquefle de 
la Force all Rocke, ef whiteand hard marble, and ſome 
peeces ofit have beene ſent this weeke to his Majeſtieby 
the Siernr de Vignoles » Who was ſent to relate our pro- 
ceedings in this ſiege, This is 25. perches long, and is 
divided into two branches. The third is in the quarter of 
Collonel Hebrox, full of veines of late, and rockie, and 
is a6. pee in length. The fourth is alſo in the quar- 
ter of the Vicount 4 Arpajexx, all rocke, and harder 
than the reft,in length 8, or 10. perches, The fifth and 
laſt in the quarter of the Marquefſle de /a Force, a Rocke 
alſo, and of twelue or fifteene perches long. Thele 
two laſt have their mouthes neere the verge walls 
of the Citic , and. are governed by the direion of the 
Sieurs Sexce, and S, Amen, We cannot above ground 
peepe ſonarrowly into the bowels of the earth,as topre- 
fixea certaine day, when. theſe workes will be ready 
the intendedſervice, but it is probable, it will be in 
begianing of the next moneth, The Sear de Serre be- 
ſide his other Imployments,isalſo buſie in making furna- 
ces in the Rocke, wherein he is much eaſed by the cre- 
viſes which be therein, Same of our forces, theugh they 
arc already in the Dig we: they arc hecome makers 
of by their trenches, and approaches, yet they were there 
lately ſabjeR yo many inconveniences, by the musket- 
Hor from the Citie, and braken pieces of the Rocke, 
which are eaſtupon them fa abundantly, that the 6: of 
Eg ape ogeted 
valiant, brother to ernour, ca | 
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plentiouſly : but the night following the Campe-maſter 
the Vicount de Twrexxe wonne the Gabion, and planred 
there a counterſcarpe which he defended againſtthe be- 
fieged as couragioufly, as dangerouſly, The Vicount in 
this deſigne got himſelfe much honour , as well by his 
wiſe dire&tion, as valiant ation ; and though it was bur 
a ſhortcombare, yet it was of much conſequence , the 
hearts of the beſieged hereupon ſofayling them , thar 
they did no more appeare neere thebrinke of the ditch, 
Perpoutier Lientenant of the Regiment of Txrexnc, 
Chelle the Serjeant Major , and Ferriere an Enfigne of 
the ſame did'bravely in defenceof their quarter, thougit 
the two laſt were wounded, the Sericant Maior with a 
musket-ſhor in the ſhoulder,the Enfigne with a blow of 
aſtone in the head. Lartigote, and Fatarche, 2. Sericant 
Maiors, the one ofthe Regimentof Normandy,the other 
of T onenis- were mortally: wounded, .one with a ſhot in 
the thigh, che other in the arme. The Count of Poi/lewe 
ſcaped more happily,a ſhot from a Falcon broke his (ad- 
dle and pittols,threw him to the.cearth, bruiſed his thigh, 
and did him no more harme, There are at:this preſent 
before the Towne 1 q . Regiments, 'befrdes thoſe of Ps- 
.cardie, Navarre, and others which-benot farre of, and 
28, Cornets of Horſe which are entred into the guards. 
The 7. and 5. peecesof the two. firſt batteries upon the 
ſecond mount, play at this preſent upon the Ravelin by

ing alſo in readineſſe, and the o—__— lately much daun- 

, and notdaring to peepe our of the walls, fince the 
Lacquy ofthe Governonr was taken; as he was-going 
forth withlerrers, which conld not bee centetn io 
us, though he ufingafttange invention, to hide them, 
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made them up in forme of a ſuppoſitory, and put them 
into his tundament. Vicuals are here good cheape ; the 
Army is well payed; and the providence of the King is 
fach, toat he bath - ſent divers brethren of the Charitie, 
and other expert men, to cure the Souldiers of their 
wounds, and maladies. The beſieged cannot ſuppoſe the 
French want courage, they ſee they have no other hope 
of ſuccours bur-m the Kings clemency,and know ir dan- 
gerous tocontinue in his diſpleature, to whom it is all 
one to have any man his friend, or his enemy : Thus the 
French makes his firſt diſcourſe of the ſiege in his firſt 
letter, theeventof which worke hee expreſleth.fully in 
another, bearing date Tuly 18 28. as followeth, 
The'hearts:of the inhabitants of La vey To no 
lee appalied within, than their walls are valiantty aſ- 
faulted without by the Kings Army, who with patience 
and courage have finiſhed their workes underground. 
But whentke Marſhall de /a Force perceived that the 
maine deſigne of the beſieged, was to deprive him of re- 
ceiving any intelligence out of the City, hee reſolved to 
try what cffe& his Mines would worke, beginning with 
theleaſt of all, which was one of the threeguided bythe 
Commander Serres, which on the 26 of 1#ty, the Mar- 
ſhall then affaulring the place, was blowneup two hours 
before day. The Marqueſle of Tonneins being that night 


in guardin the trenches, who relieved the Baronof 


Monfſvil,and who was to bee relieved by the/icount 
de T wrexne, This Mine, though little in reſpe&of the 0- 
ther five Mines, was neverthelefle filled with 4500 
weightofpowder,. and ſprung with ſuch impecuofity, 
that it blew up all the forepart of that great Baſtion, ex- 
cept about a adome, which the Marſhall dr 4s Force af- 
faulted, together with. a corner.of the: Flancherof the 
taid Baſtion, the earth which by the vislence of ' the 
powder, was blowne. up into the ayre; fell into» the 
ditch, making theaccefle to the breach, -1o eaſie, thar 25 
men mightenter abreſt; there wason the Rn 
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the Mine wrought, but one Sentinell, whoſe body the 
next day wasfound bruiſed amongſt the ruines. The 
blow was lofurious, that there was found an 1afinite 
number of huge {tcnes a tull quarter of a mile, which 
{tucke deepe 1n the earth with violence of the fall, yer 
chis Mine wrought {ofavourably for the beliegers, that 
there was but one Sentinel of Afonſrenr de Franciers 
company ſlain thereby, who was 800 paces from thence, 
The deſigne of the beliegers, beſides the inforcing the 
breach, was to lodge themlelves at the foot of the ruines 
thereof; for which cauſe they ſprung itto foone, that by 
the favour of thenight (which was prolonged for the 
ſpace of an houre by the clowds of duſt) they might ac- 
complith it, Asfoone asthe Mine had wrought, thede- 
tendants appeared in the breach, armed with ſwords; 
and ſh: oting inceflintly with Muskets, being favoured 
by their Cannon whichplayed onthe fame place. The 
beliegers placed a great many Muskttiers'on both ſiles 
the breach for to tayour their lodging, the time on both 
ſides being entertained with continuall skirmiſhes. Tt e 
aflaylents being thus ordered; firlt-a Sergeant with 6 
Seftildiers armed, advanced xo diſcover the breach, at the 
top whereof, two of them were flaine: but in cale theſe 
had beene ableto force the worke, there was appointed 
toſecond them 120 more, commandediby a Lievete- 
nant, whom alſo all the Yolunrieres, to the number of 
ſixe ſcore followed, who were men choſen out of the 
Army by the Commanders dx Pont, de Conrlay, and 
ds T etrenne: this troupe of Yoluntieres was the flowre 
of the Army; for the greateſt part of thoſe Ohcers that 


' were not that day in guard in the trenches, were. of the 


number: after all theſe followed a grole of a x00. Pikes 
and Muskertiers, but the breach by reaſon of rhe obſcuri- 
ty, being not to be plainely diſcovered, every man kept 
his ſtandins in the trenches, expecting. the- morning 
light, which no ſooner appeared, but-it manifeſted unto 


_ the aſſaylants, that the advantage they had, was beyond 


their 
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their expeQation ,wherefore they reſolved to force them 
preſently, advancing for that purpole, but the beſieged 
ſeeing thebreach ſo caſte tobe forced (which by the ex- 
treame darkenefſſe of the night,they were not able to diſ- 
cerne before, although they had caſt a great many fire= 
workes in theditch, as well for that purpoſe, as alſo to 
ſhorle on the afſaylants with greater facility) they re- 
ſolved to parley, anddemanded for that purpoſe of the 
Commander Yaxdreour, who was in the quarter of the 
Vicount eL-pajon, it ſome ofthem might come forth- 
with ſecurity, which being granted unto them, they were 
received by the faid Vicount, who queſtioning with 
them concerning their Commithon, and underſtanding 
that they went onely with ſome complements to 
the Marſhall dela Force, anſwered them, that if ther 
bulinefle was for nothing elle, they might fave that 
labour, / and conſider by what meanes they might 
reſiſt the Kings forces, but they finding themſelyes 
ſurpriſed, with a neceſſity of treating, demanded 
an houres reſpite,promiſing in that time to returne with 
full onal they did; three of the Citie comming 
farth for that purpoſe, to wit,the Siewmr de Stinwill,lonne 
to the Governour, a Sarjeant Major, and one. of the 
principall Gentlemen of the countrey (who was to re- 
maine as hoſtages for thoſe that ſhould go into the City) 
the Szexr de YVandeconr being commanded to enter at 
the fame time (as hoſtage tor them) whileſt the Depu- 
ties madetheir propoſitions (which tor your fatisfaftion 
I will procure you) but conſidering the ſtrength of the 
one part, and feebleneſſc of the ether, it is beleeved that 
they ſhalt be ſuch as it ſhall pleaſe bis Majeſtic tolſer 
downe, wherefore I ſpeake unto you as of a place alrea- 
die taken : for beſide the Marqueſle de T oxns (the abi- 
litie of whoſe Regiment (regard we either the conduct 
of officers, or courage of ſouldiers ) aſſure us an eaſie en- 
rranceat that breach. There was fire tobe put the ſame 


day unto a new Mine made in the quarter of Collonell 


Hebron, 
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Hebroy, ard the Towneto be aſſaulted in two places to» 
gether. The Siewr de Manican,maſter of the Campe of 
Normandy, who entred that day in guard, having made 
all _ ready for that purpoſe, inſomuch chat the place 
1salready inthe Kings power, in ane faſhion or other; 
which newes the Chevallrie de Roches is gone this eve- 
ning to carry unto his Majeſticfrom the Marſhall:for at- - 
fayres were reduced unto their termes, that the Kings 
Commiſltoners were appointed to enter the City the 
28 of this preſent. The beſiegers have loſt onely 
ſeven men inthis laſt ation, to wit, the Sieur de Varx, 
one of the Vicount de Tarrenne's Gentlemen, who was 
ſlaine as the afſaylants endeavoured to lodge at the foot 
of the breach, hee being firſt Sergeant of thar Regiment, 
the three Souldiers that mounted the top of the ruined 
Baſtion; and rwo others There was 25 hurt," amongſt 
whom was the Siewur Madallie, one Captaine and. Lieve- 
tenant of the ſame Regiment. The beſieged acknow- 
ledge thelofſe of ſome braye men that day, amongſt 
whom was that great caſter of ſtones, that Eccleſiaſticke 
of whom I ſpake in my laft extraordinary named bro- 
ther Exfall; for untill then, preſenting himſelfe upon all 
occaſions in the greateſt danger, hee had not beene ſo 
much as hurt, but being then ſhot thsough the arme, hee 
was therewith no whit diſcouraged, but retiring for 
to have it dreſſed, (which noſooner was done) but hee 
py returned unto the breach, on the top whereof 
eſtood dreadlefly in ſight of the afſaylants, which were 
there placed to make good their worke begun at the foot - 
of the ſaid breach, The chicfe cauſe that hath ſeduced 
the Garriſon unto this extremity they are in, was the 
death of their Governour, the Siexr de 1/che, flaine fixe 
weekes ſince by a Cannon that made againſt the parraper 
of the great Baſtion, a ſplinter from thence hitting hun 
on the ſtomacke, the Siewr de Vattervill ſucceeded him, 
a Swiſſe by nation, a man of approved yalou”, but inferi-

i the Chriſtian King could not lopger keepe 


and had full notice and gool affurance, that heintending 
to ioyne his force; with thoſe of the Catholicke King, 

would arme kis fubiefts, and imploy them againſt = 
friends of his Maicſtie, as alſo that he meant to keepe the 
fort of La Motta,as a place of (afery for the Burgundian 
Army to retireunto, Hereupon his Maicſtie cauſed the 
place aforeſaid(which was held impregnable) to be be- 
fieged by his Marſhall de /a F:rce, andin five places to 
be undermined,one of which mines being ſprung cfeRu- 
ally Tuly 3%, Monſieur de Thoxeins aſſaulting the fort im- 

mediatly thereupon,and taking one of the Baſtions, the 
Governour 4" 1/che being formerly ſlaine, with a ſhot 
from azreat Ordnance,this agreementfollowing was of- 

kcred by Streinville Prinſey, and St. Non, Commanders 
there,and accepted Iuly ;: ;upon which day a Regiment 

of Normans tooke pofleſſjon of the place, to theuſe of 
his Maicſtie,and the Generall de /a Force, entered into 
the townethe day following.

The Emerview of the King and Monficur, 


Saterday laſt the 21. of this preſent, an houre after 
noone, Aforfienr the Kings brother arrived from Eco- 
van at St. Germy, where the Lord of St. Simon chicfe 
Eſquire unto his Majeſtie, rcceived him in the firlt 
Court, the King had then dined, belceving that Men-

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fieur would have deterred his journey untill next day, 
becauſe the weather was very windie and tempeſtnous. 
But when his Maicſtie was advertiſed of his arrivall, he 
went forth of his Cabinet into his Bed-chamber, being 
accompanied by the Dukes of Longeville, Aontbazon, 
and Dechans, the Count de Soyſſons, the Marlhals of 


Seale, the great Maſter ofthe Arrtilleric and Superintcn- 
deric of the Fizances, [iis Secretaries of State, Capraincs 
of his guard, and other Lords, and Gentlemen , which 
cither their duty of their charge, or curioſitie to ſee that 
famous action had drawnethither in fo great number, 
that that ſpatious Chamber was not able to conteine 
them, although. the V ſhers would admit none but thoſe 
theyconld not rcfaſe, All the paſſages unto the lower 
end of the ſtaires were full, and the preaſſe ſogrear, that 
Monſieur was almoſt a quarter of an houre in breaking 
throngh it, which in the end Faving paſſed , hee bowed 


himfelfe very low before the King , who attended his 


comming neere the doore, and ſaid unto his Maieſtic, 
Sir, Tknow not whether it befeare or ioy thathath be- 
rctt me of ſpecch, forat preſent I can do no more than 
demand your pardon for all that is paſt. The King im- 
bracing him very ſtreitly, faid unto him, My brother, 1 
have'pardoned you, {peakeno more of what is paſt, but 
onely of the great 1oy I conceive by ſeeing you here: 
thenembracing him twice more with ſuch rendernefſe 
that it drew teares-of joy from all the ſpeRators. The 
Lord of Payllanrans rendered his moit humble obey- 
ſanceunto-hisMateſtic, who imbracinghim, acknow- 
ledged the remembrance of the dexteritie he uſed in 
bringing back rhe faid Monfienr, This done;the King led 
Afonfiear his-brother into his private Chamber, whither 
the Lords and 'Gentlemen aforeſaid folowedthem, The 
Cardmnall:Duke comming from 'R#e//,entred in allo a 
little after;-and ſahited Afonfirnr > who: imbraced him 
with great demonfirations et affe&tion, The King ſaying

ged to be more advanragious for the good of our State, 
the quier of our SubieRts,and glory of our-Crowne, For 
all which cauſes, wee had juſt reafon to conquer the {aid 
places, which we put into our hands; and upon the oc- 
caſion;the reſt of the countrey formerly in his obedienee, 
which we have done by our Armes,the countrey beeing 
now totally ſubiefted rous, And becauſe wee are deſi- 
rousto keep the people 1n peace and tranquillity,in their 
tranchiſes and accuſtomed liberties, withall ſweerneſle. 
and equitie: Wee kave adufed hereafter, to adminiſter 
Tuſtice in our owne Name,and under our Anthority. For 
theſe cauſes,& for other good confideratios us thereunto 
moving, we have declared, willed,and ordained, decla- 
ring,willing,and ordaining, and it is our pleaſure, that 
hereafter for the Dukedume of Lorraine, and all other 
places late in the ſaid Dukes obedience, excepr the liber- 
ty of the parts adioyning to the Court of Parliament, e- 
ſtabliſhed in the towne of S, Michael, luſtice ſhall be ad- 
miniſtred at Nanc,by one ſupreme Councel,and for the 
parts adioyning to the {aid towne of S. Xfichae!, it ſhall 
be rendered by one intendant of Iuſtice & Policy, whom

To thisend we inioyne all Bayliftes,their Lieutenants, 
and other Iudges to bring the appeales, which ſhall bee 
interie&ted, upon their ſentences, and wdgements to the 
faid ſupreme Councell, to paſſe nothing to the pretudice 
thereof, upon paingof nullitie of their ſentences, coſts, 
and damages to the intereſled partie, and interdicion 
and ſuſpenſion from their offices, to which they were 
deputed by the ſaid Councell.

or againlt the ſecurity and conſervation of the Townes of 
his ſaid Dutchies and Country in his Majeſtics obedi- 
ence; but to obey him, his Miniſters, and Oihcers,and to 
doeall things which good and loyall ſubjets ought te 
doe. Alſo you ſhall {weare and promiſe with the heart, as 
avell asthe mouth, without any exception, ſubrilty, or 
mentall evaſion. 


Ar arreſt of the ſaid Connſell, exjoyning publike prayers to 
be made for the King wn the extents of his D of Lorrain. 
Pon that,it is ſhewed to the "Counſell by his procu- 
rator Generall, that all the townes and places of the 

D, of Lorraine by the power of God being brought to 
the Kings obedience, it is juſt and requiſite, that publike 
prayers ſhould be madefor his Majeſtic in all the Chur- 
ches of the Country. Requiring alſo that commandment 


ſhould be given to all the Curates of pariſhes, and other 
perſons... 
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perſons having charge in the Churches of the ſaid Out- 
chy, and Country of Loreaine, of what ranke and quali- 
ty ſdever they be, to ſatisfie him herein, like good and 
loyallſubjets, upon conſequence of the oath male to his 
Majeſtie, andunder ſuch a penalty as the Counſ<cll ſhall 
bepleaſed to order, And that the Arreſt to beemade, 
ſhould be publiſhed in the open congregations, and af- 
fixed to tt e gates of the Churches. The Counſell doth 
hereupon 1njoyne all Curats of Pariſhes, Primats, Pro- 
voſts, or Deanes of collegiaxe Churches;Chanons, Chap1- 
ters, and Communiries, and all perſons having the admi- 
niſtration of religious houſes, as well in this City of 
Nancy,as. in the whole Country of Lorraine, to make 
oublike prayers for the King in their Liturgies and Ma{- 
ſes, upon paine of looſing their temporalties, and be pro- 
ceeded againſt as Rebels and diſturbers of the publike 
peace. The ſaid Counſell hath alſo ordained, that this 
Arreſt ſhall be read atthe publike meeting of the Pari- 
ſhes in their Churches, and bee affixed to the Church 
dores. Intoyning al the depnties of the procurator general 
to put their hand to the execution hereof, and to certi- 
fie the Counſell within three weekes, upon paine of loo- 
(ing their places, Made at the ſupreame Counlcll, O06. 
19. 1634. Signed. Colbert. 

They haveſince made an Arreſt againſt five religious 
perſons, who would not. take the oath of fealtie to the 
King, by which they are commanded to avoyd the Citie 
of Nancythis preſent, and the Dukedome of Lorraize, 
within three dayes, and forbidden them to come into 
the Kingdome,upon paine of death.
